IN FRANGE’S HANDS 


Caillard Lands Marines on the Isl- 
and of Mitylene. 








No Resistance to Seizure—Reported 
That the Porte Has’Granted All De- 
mands Made by France. 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—A dispatch from Ad- 
miral Caillard has just been received, an- 
nouncing that he landed marines on the 
Island of Mitylene this morning and occu- 
pied the Customs at Midilli withoyt resist- 
ance. 

Official advices received here say the 
Turkish authorities have cut the telegraph 
line between Mitylene and Constantinople. 
Thus Admiral Caillard was unable to com- 
municate directly with M. Bapst, Councilor 
of the French Legation at Constantinople, 
and was obliged to file all dispatches at the 
Island of Syra. 

The French Government is fairly satisfied 
with the progress already achieved in the 
Gispute by the naval demonstration. The 
Sultan has promised to settle all monetary 
claims, and has offered guarantees which 
fall little short of those demanded. 
France, however, will insist on full guar- 
antees, and also surrender of Tursey in 
the matter of treaty rights, before evacu- 
ating Mitylene. 

No international complications are antici- 
pated, in view of the powers’ responses to 
France's note, and no trouble is expected 
on the island itself. 

The French Government has _ received 
Satisfactory replies from all the powers, 
without exception, to its note explaining 
the measures taken against Turkey. An 
excellent impression has been created in 
efficial circles by the tone of the response 


"of the United States, which is couched in 


the most friendly terms. 

The Greek Minister in Constantinople, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to a Paris news 
agency from Athens, has telegraphed the 
Greek Government that the Porte has ac- 
cepted all the demands of France.

‘RUSSIAN-JAPANESE RELATIONS. 





Overtures Looking Toward an Alliance 
Not Favorably Received by the 
Japanese Press.

LONDON, Nov. 8—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says the leading 
Japanese journals have been earnestly 
discussing the overtures in Russian 
newspapers looking toward a Russian al- 
liance with Japan. The proposed basis of 
the arrangement is that the Tokio Gov- 
ernment refrain from all measures im- 
peding Russia in Manchuria. Russia, in 
return, would pledge herself to leave a 
free hand to Japan in Korea, but Russia 
should be allowed to appropriate a con- 
venient naval station in Southern Korea. 

None of the Japanese journals approves 
the idea, the papers objecting that two 
powers cannot divide supremacy in the 
Far East. They also interpret the pro- 
posal as pointing to the permanent ab- 
sorption of Manchuria by Russia. 

The Times’s correspondent says Japan 
wants Korea to remain Korean, but also 
wants the world to recognize that Ja- 
pan’s interests there are too vital to al- 
low her to remain an inactive spectator 
of Korea’s absorption by another power.

YOKOHAMA, Nov. 7.—Korea_ has al- 
lotted to Japan 650 acres at Chapokbo, 
near Masampo, for a special settlement, to 
be policed by the Japanese. The land was 
once pegged out by a Russian warship. 

The orean veto on grain exports has 
been withdrawn, in deference to Japan’s 
remonstrances. ‘ 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—‘‘A secret dispatch 
passed through this city to-day,” says the 
Shanghai correspondent of The standard, 
“reputed to be from the Chinese Minister 
in St. Petersburg, warning the Empress 
Dowager that Russia is determined to re- 
tain possession of Manchuria, and that, if 
the Manchurian Convention is denounced, 
other terms will be exacted, which will 
gravely menace China’s independence.” 


RUSSIA'S CANAL PLANS. 








A’ Great Waterway from the Baltic to 
the Black/Sea Contemplated.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—According to the 
Odessa correspondent of The Times, the 
Russian Government is considering the 
construction of a gigantic waterway from 
Riga, in the North, to Kherson, near the 
mouth of the Dnieper on the Black Sea. 
It is believed that large sums have al- 
ready been spent at Kherson, which is 
eventually to be the terminus of a grand 
canal system joining the Baltic and the 
Black Sea. 

The correspondent says that, apart 
from the strategic importance of such a 
canal, it would be of enormous value to 
the agricultural and industrial interests 
of the vast empire. 


BRITISH WORKMEN COMING OVER.

CONFESSES TO THEF 


C. D. Thompson Admits Taking 
$57,000 of Order’s Money. 








Says He Lost It in a Business Venture 
at Port Huron, Mich.—Order Will 
Not Lose. 


PORT HURON, Mich., Nov. 7.—By his 
own written confession, Charles D, ‘Thomp- 
son, Supreme Finance Keeper of the Su- 
preme Tent, Knights of the Maccabees, and 
a prominent vessel and tug owner of this 
city, is a defaulter in the sum of $57,000. 
Mr. Thompson, however, was heavily bond- 
ed in the National Surety Company of 
New York and the Fidelity and Depcsit 
Company of Baltimore, and the order, 
therefore, is protected from loss. 

Thompson made no effort to escape after 
his defalcation was discovered. He is now 
at his home awaiting the action of the 
bonding companies. His embezzlement is 
confessed in the following letter to Supreme 
Commander D. P. Mackey: 


Dear Sir: It is with a feeling of distress and 
shame that I tender herewith my resignation as 
Supreme Finance Keeper of the order of which 
you are the head. Aud this step is taken with 
a bitter realization that I am no longer worthy 
the companionship and association of my fel- 
low-officers. I have held the position since the 
order was founded, have during most of that 
time been officially associated with the pres- 
ent supreme officers, and never until now did 
I in any way betray my trust. I was en- 
gaged in a legitimate business venture, in 
which I had made a large investment, and 
found myself in a position when further money 
Was necessary to save myself from bankruptcy 
and ruin. There was apparently no chance for 
loss. I then betrayed my trust, and used the 
funds of the order, at the time belleving there 
was no question of my ability to replace them 
within a short time, 

The amount I used was $57,000. I have no 
hope of being able to repay this amount. I 
know the order is protected from loss by the 
surety bond of nearly twice the amount in a 
perfectly responsible company, but this does 
not lessen my mental suffering nor relieve me 
from the disgrace of having betrayed the con- 
fidence reposed in me, Nothing that may occur 
can increase the tortures which I have suf- 
fered and am still suffering. I can only await 
such action as may be taken, and abide the 
consequences. No punishment can be greater 
and no suffering so intense as that resulting 
from the loss of the respect and esteem of the 
membership of the order and the suffering 
necessarily caused to my family. 


The first intimation of the shortage came 
last Tuesday afternoon when Supreme 
Commander Markey and Supreme Record 
Keeper George J. Sigle were checking over 
the Finance Keeper’s books. An error was 
discovered, and they called Thompson's at- 
tention to it. He said that he would take 
the books and papers home with him that 
night and look it up. Wednesday morning 


he came to Supreme Commander Markey’s 
office and confessed that his accounts were 
short $57,000. He then and there signed a 
written confession of the embezzlement. 
An examination of the books followed, and 
the shortage was disclosed. Supreme Com- 
mander Markey this afternoon gave out the 
following statement in regard to it: 

Charles B. Thompson has been Supreme Fi- 
nance Keeper of the Supreme Tent since it was 
organized in September, 1883, and has handled 
and disbursed more than $15,000,000 during 
that time, and until this defaication no thought 
has ever been entertained agdinst his integrity, 
and this betrayal on his part wilh be kee! Ly, 
felt by the membership. sh Geet . 

The Supreme Tent keeps on deposit large 
amounts of money in leading banks. in severai 
commercial centres on which Warrants are 
drawn for the payment of death claims, but all 
coligctions are made through the Commercial 
Bank of Port Huron, and it is a part of the 
duties of the Supreme Finance Keeper to trans- 
fer from time to time from the Commercial 
Bank to these other depositories money for 
the purpose of keeping the account good at such 
banks, and the money that was used in this 
case by Mr. Thompson was on a draft trans- 
ferring from the Commercial Bank to the First 
National Bank of New York, 

Mr. Thompson’s shortage is $57,000, but no 
loss will be incurred by the Supreme Tent, as 
every financial officer of the association, in- 
cluding Mr, Thompson, is bonded in surety 
companies, and the bond held by the order 
as security for Mr. Thompson's integrity 1s 
very much greater than the shortage. But the 
fact that no pecuniary loss is sustained does 
not relieve from regret the membership of the 
association, who have been up to the present 
time able to say that no officer in the associa- 
tion has ever misappropriated a single dollar 
intrusted to his care. The bond companies have 
been notified of Mr. Thompson's defalcation, and 
the Supreme Tent will look to them to make 
good the amount. 

Pending an adjustment with the bond com- 
panies there will be no delay in the payment of 
death claims, as the order has on deposit in 
eash on the first day of this month in its 
various depositories throughout the United 
States a little more than $500.000, besides having 
bonds amounting to more tnan $1,120,000. 

The companies on Mr. Thompson’s bond 

were notified of the shortage to-day, and 
representatives of each are now on their 
way to Port Huron. It is expected they 
will arrive either late to-night or to-mor- 
row morning. Thompson is at his home 
awaiting their arrival; and whatever action 
they may take. He is not under arrest, 
but says that he expects to be arrested 
and cee ga and is prepared to pay the 
pena ty of his breach of trust, 
The heavy loss sustained by the Thomp- 
son Towing and Wrecking Company of this 
city, of which Thompson is a member, on 
the steamer Harlem, which they raised 
from the bottom of Lake Superior, is 
responsible for the defalcation. hompson 
said this afternoon that he used the funds 
of the order in this enterprise, which 
proved very unprofitable, as the expense of 
raising and refitting the craft was so great 
that she had to be sold at a loss, it is said, 
of $75,000, instead of a profit. 

It is expected an effort will be made by 
Thompson’s friends to effect settlement 
with the bonding companies. 


THE FRENCH-AMERICAN SCHOOL 


Minister Millerand Initiated the Scheme, 
Realizing the Industrial Leader- 
ship of This Country. 

PARIS, Nov. 7.—M. Bouquet, Director in 
Chief of the Department of Technical In- 
struction of the Ministry of Commerce, to- 
day confirmed the statement that the Min- 
ister of Commerce, M. Millerand, proposes 
to appoint a committee to elaborate a4 plan 
for the establishment of a French school in 
the United States devoted to the study of 
American industrial methods. M. Bouquet 


said: 
**M. Millerand ig himself the initiator of 





the scheme. We realize that America now 
leads the van in industrial progress. She 
is far ahead of England, Germany, and 


ourselves in organization and methods of | 


work. Hitherto we have been sending num- 
bers of engineering students to Germany, 
England, and Belgium, but the Minister 
has come to the conclusion that the field 
which offers the greatest profit for their 
study is the United States. He has there- 
fore resolved to concentrate his efforts 
there. A few students will still be senc to 
European countries to study -special indus- 
tries, but for general technical education 
they will go to the United States, where 
they will be able to study, under conipe- 
tent guidance, that audacity, inveutive 
genius, and marvelous organization which 
have lifted the industrial world of America 
above those of her European rivals. 

“4 central bureau or college will be es- 
tablished in Philadelphia or Chicago, with 
a director and a couple of sub-directors, 
who will be fully acquainted with the work- 
ing of the various industries under their 
guidance. The students will examine works 
specially chosen for superior methods and 
the newest plants. 

“The step we are taking ought not to 
excite suspicion, as it is really homa to 
the United States. The students, will not 

© to discover industrial secrets, but to 
finish their education, and before the 
scheme is put into execution we shall ask 


the co-operation of the American Govern- 

ment and leading American industrial con- 
ns.

CONGRESSMEN CONFER 
WITH THE PRESIDENT. 


Members of thé Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in the Fifty-sixth Congress 
Give Advice. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Four Republi- 
can members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee in the last Congress, 
Messrs. Payne of New York, Russell of 
Connecticut, Grosvenor of Ohio, and Steele 
of Indiana, were at the White House this 
afternoon in conference with the Presi- 
dent. They were extremely reticent re- 
garding the interview and each asserted 
that he came to Washington on some busi- 
ness connected with the departments, 

It was learned, however, that the Presi- 
dent discussed with them some features 
of his forthcoming message, which relate 
to the revenue and to the tariff. Many of 


the Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee already have expressed 
themselves as opposed to any revision of 
the tariff at the coming session of Con- 
gress. Gen. Grosvenor told the President 
to-day that he regarded the result in Ohio 
as approving the present and past Repub- 
ea policies, and the present tariff espe- 
cially. 


BULGARIAN BRIGANDS CAREFUL. 


Premature Disclosures in Stone Ne 
gotiations Cause Them to Hold Back. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 7.—No prog- 

ress was reported to-day in connection with 

the rescue of Miss Stone. On the con- 
trary, it appears that the negotiations have 
been temporarily suspended from the Bul- 


garian side. An effort will be made to 
resume them through Salonica. 

Spencer Eddy, Secretary of the United 
States Legation, is having frequent inter- 
views with Sir Nicholas O’Conor, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, with a view to a resump- 
tion, and proposes to go to Thorapia for a 
few days in order to be in close touch with 
the Ambassador. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 7.—Yesterday Mr. 
Dickinson dispatched a messenger with a 
reply to the brigands’ proposals as formu- 
lated in Miss Stone’s letter. It is under- 
stood that an agreement as to the amount 
of the, ransom has been virtually estab- 
lished. The settlement as to the manner 
and place of payment and the surrender 
of the captives presents the most diffi- 
culty, but an entente is expected soon. 

The brigands are not willing to cross into 
Turkey to obtain the money, while the Bul- 
garian Government would oppose releasing 
Miss Stone on Bulgarian ott 

Consul General ickinson of Constanti 
nople is greatly chagrined because the 
fact that he had received a letter from 
Miss Ellen M. Stone leaked out. He says 
it is calculated to seriously affect if not 
completely undo the progress already 
achieved. On two previous occasions nego- 
tiations with the brigands who abducted 
the American missionary were abruptly 
broken off by the former, owing to the 
peamnture disclosure of secrets, which the 
andits regarded as being a breach of the 
understanding with them. 

Mr, Dickinson informed the press repre- 
sentative to-day that it is absolutely indis- 
ensable, if Miss Stone is ever to be re- 
eased, that the course of the negotiations 
be kept inviolably’ secret. Her release is 
hopeless unless the brigands place confi- 
dence in the negotiators, 


STRANGE GEOLOGICAL FIND. 


-Ressils of Tropical Fruits Discovered in 
_ Coal from Spitzbergen. 


CHRISTIANIA, Nov. 7.—Petrified trop- 
ical fruits have been found in some Spitz- 
bergen coal. 








Geologists have long known that Spitz- 
bergen had @t one time a climate consid- 
erably warmer than at present, but the dis- 
covery of fossils of tropical fruits shows 
that the problem in regard to the change 
of temperature in those regions is even 
more remarkable than was supposed. The 


name Spitzbergen is given to a 0 
rocky, barren, and snow-clad ielands a ee 
Arctic Ocean, far away from any other 
land. They are 400 miles north-northwest 
of the North Cape of Norway, and midway 
between Greenland and Nova Zembla. 

The carboniferous period is represented in 
the islands by extensive «coal-bearing 
strata, which are now being utilized. The 
most interesting deposits there have up to 
now been regarded by geologists as those uf 
the miocene period. At a period compara- 
tively recent Spitzbergen is shown to have 
been covered with a luxuriant vegetation 
similar to that now found in the sixtieth 
parallel in Scandinavia. 

The researches of Heer proved that 
Spitzbergen, Greenland, Franz Josef Land, 
and Nova Zembla were formerly parts of 
one immense continent, and that therefore 
they were subject to conditions causing the 
very coldest climate. Add to this the fact 
of the long arctic night, and the mystery of 
tropical vegetation in such a region of the 
earth becomes all the more astonishing. 
Some scientists believe that a change in 
the earth’s axis of rotation is the only 
hypothesis which can account for such a 
phenomenon. 


TWO SOUTH CAROLINA 
SHOOTING AFFRAYS. 


Member of the Legislature Killed for 
Acting as Attorney for a Negro.

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Nov. 7.—E. L. Asbill, 
a lawyer and member of the House of 
Representatives from Lexington, was shot 
in his buggy to-day by C. W,. Sollee, mer- 
chant and planter. Nearly at the Same 
time, and not many miles distant, in Hdge- 


field, Dr. E. 8. Jones and H. C. Watson, 
physician and farmer, respectively, shot 
each other. Both cases resulted from a 
white man taking the part of a negro. In 
the first instance, a negro tenant of Sollee, 
believing he was getting the worst of the 
crop division claimed by his landlord, sent 
for Lawyer Asbill to represent him. 

From the evidence given, Asbill was 
driving to the plantation when met in the 
road by Sollee, who began shooting with a 
big calibre revolver. he legis'ator was 
naturally peaceable and was unarmed. He 
jumped out of his buggy on the far side 
from Sollee and ran away, calling that he 
was unarmed and os tor help. He fell 
with a’bullet through his bick and lived 
a few hours, There .s d22p fesling in the 
neighborhood. Sollee has been arrested, 

Asbill was popular in the lower House, to 
which branch he had twice been elected. 

The Edgefield shooting resulted from Dr. 
Jones attempting to’ plead the case cf a 
negro laborer, who he believed had keen 
unjustly treated. Both men qmiptiod their 
pistols. Watson received two bullets in his 
body, and is reported mortally wounded. 
The left arm of Dr.| Jones was shattered at 








the elbow. 
BALTIMORE BROKER ARRESTED.

Fraudulently Obtaining $25,000, 
Special to\ The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—John K. Messer- 
smith of J. K. Messersmith & Co., a prom- 
inent firm of cotton brokers, was arrested 
to-night on a warrant sworn out by’ Doug-

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| PHYSICIAN KILLED 
WHILE DUCK HUNTING 


Dr. C. N. Spalter Shot by Gun 
Passed to Him by Dr. E. E. Tull. 








Both Were Crouching In Dr. Tull’s 
Naphtha Launch Off Premium Point, 
Near New Rochelle. 





NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Nov. 7.—Dr. 
C, N. Spalter of West Highty-second Street, 
Manhattan, was shot and killed accidental- 
ly this afternoon while with Dr. Edward E. 
Tull of 119 West BHightieth Street, Man- 
hattan. The accident occurred off the resi- 
dence of C, Oliver Iselin, at Premium 
Point, while the two men were out duck 
shooting. 

Dr. Spalter was about twenty-seven years 
of age. He came from Keene, N. H., where 
his father and family live. He had not 
been long established in New York. He 
met Dr. Tull professionally about two years 
ago, and they became friends, 

Dr. Tull owns a naphtha launch which 
he keeps at a boathouse here. They arrived 
to-day to go duck hunting, and passed out 
of the harbor with Dr. Tull at the wheel 
at the forward end of the boat and Dr. 
Spalter in the stern. When off Premium 
Point they sighted a number of ducks about 
to settle in the water. Dr. Tull called to 
his companion to crouch down and then 
shutting off the power he also crouched 
down as low as he could, as the birds were 
at no great distance from them. 

The birds having settled, Dr. Tull, allow- 
ing the boat to drift, began to move toward 
the stern, still with his back to Dr. Spalter. 
Dr. Tull says he had taken about three 
steps backward when he was in a position 
to reach the guns, which had been left lying 
in the waist of the launch, it not being 
expected that they would be needed until 
some time later, when the boat was fur- 
ther from the settled portion of the shore 
and up toward Port Chester. 

As soon as he could reach a gun Dr. Tull 


leaned further down, and, picking it up, 


passed it back to his companion. It was 
the desire not to move more than was ab- 
solutely needful that caused him to re- 


main with his back to his companion and 
to pass the gun as he did. 
Dr. Tull says he felt Dr. Spalter take hold 


of the weapon, whicn nad its muzzle 
toward the latter, and then let go. An in- 
stant later there was a discharge. It is 


reasoned that Dr. Spalter took hold of the 
ilece close to the muzzle, and when Dr. 
ull let go the butt struck the bottom of 
the post and the shock caused the gun to 
go off. é 

Dr. Tull says he turned just in time 
to see his companion rise from the crouch- 
ing position almost erect, and then fall 
forward with the blood flowing from his 
head. The charge had hit him just above 
the eyebrows, and had torn away the 
whole forward and top part of the skull. 

Dr. Tull at once started the boat back, 
and on arriving at the boathouse telephoned 
for the police. Sergt. Cody responded and 
took him into custody. oroner Banning 
was notified and had the body removed to 
Davis’s Morgue, where it now lies. He re- 
leased Dr. Tull uhder $1,000 bail to await 
further action, being satisfied that the acci- 
dent occurred as described. 

Dr. Tull was greatly distressed. He is 
about thirty-five years of age. Dr. Spalter’s 
father was notified by telegraph, and re- 
plied that he would come for the body to- 
morrow morning. 


MINISTER DE LANESSAN’SORDER 


He Is Accused of Dechristianizing 
the French Navy.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times condemns M. de 
Lanessan, thé French Minister of Ma- 
rine, for his order abolishing compulsory 
attendance at mass on men-of-war. Some 
time ago M. de Lanessan forbade the 
draping of naval flags with crepe on 
Good Friday. He is accused of dechris- 
tianizing the fleet.

The attitude of the 
President has angered the Addicks, men, 
and it is said that National Committeeman 
Addicks has not even been to Washington 
to consult President Roosevelt about Dela- 
ware affairs. 

It is understood that the campaign will 
be conducted here in an attempt to break 
the back of the Addicks forces, and the 
outlook now is that the fight of next year 
will be the fiercest in the history of the 
State. There are reports of disaffection in 
the Addicks ranks in the two lower coun- 
ties, but it is believed here that so long as 
money is forthcoming for campaign pur- 

oses there the Union Republicans will be 
Kept in line.

SMUGGLED ON A BIG SCALE. 


Man and Wife Brought $20,000 Worth of 
Goods Annually Over Mexican 
Border. 


Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 7.—The conviction 
of W. L. Peasley and his wife of smuggling, 
in the Federal court of this.district, marks 
the end of one of the most notable smug- 
gling cases ever brought to theagttention 
of the Federal authorities of the country 
bordering on the Mexican frontier. Peas- 
ley was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment on one charge, and there are other 
indictments pending against him. His wife 
was found guilty, but through mercy for 
herself and smali children she was fined 
1 and made to suffer no imprisonment, 

easley was for many years a locomotive 
engineer employed on the Southern Pacific. 
He began cee drawn work from 
Mexico at Del Rio and Eagle Pass, both 
border points, which were the ends of his 
run, about six years ago, and it-is esti- 
mated that he and his wife did a business 
amounting to $20,000 annually in selling 
the smuggled goods. 

The drawn work was brought into San 
Antonio on the locomotive, and thence 
shipped to big dry goods houses of the 
Eastern and Northern cities, where it com- 
manded higher prices. 


“ROUGH HOUSE” AT HARVARD. 


Students. in Memorial Hall Bombard 
Each Other with Ginger Ale, Cake, 
Bread, and Tableware.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 7.—Ginger ale 
was the cause to-night of the wildest 
“rough house’’ Memorial Hall, Harvard, 
has ever known. More than a thousand 
students joined in singing, cheering, stamp- 
ing, clattering dishes, and throwing every- 
thing they could lay their hands upon 
about the hall. The fun started by some 


one discovering that ginger ale well shaken 
in a bottle, with the thumb on top, will ex- 
lode with a fire hose effect. The idea 
orgs A became popular. Men fought 
each other until they were covered with 
foam. During the time they were the tar- 
gets for cake, bread, fruit, and table ar- 
ticles, which were hurled at them from 
all directions. 

Men became wild over the scene. The 
cheered without knowing why, stamped, 
whistled, pounded the table with plates, 
bowls, and empty bottles, and rattled 
spoon holders in a deafening manner. Some 
one started a song. and others took it 
up. Yale was derided in football music 
and ‘‘ Up the Street’ was pealed forth in 
thundering tones. Then came a new yell. 


It ran like this: ‘‘ Pureoxia! Pureoxia! 
Rah, rah, rah; rah, rah, rah; rah, rah, 
pureoxia!”’ 


For thirty minutes the confusion lasted, 
and when finally the students became tired 
Memorial Hall bore the marks of such con- 
fusion as it has never known before. 


AN ANTI-GORMAN MOVEM ENT. 


Talk of Independent Democrats Organ- 
izing to Defeat the ex-Senator. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—Latest returng 
from Maryland, partly official, stfw about 
360 plurality for Hering, Dempcrat, for 
Controller, who headed the State ticket. 
The House will be composed of 50 Demo- 
crats and 44 Republicans, with the election 
of one member still in doubt. The Senate 
stands 1%, Democrats and 9 Republicans, a 
Democratic majority of 14 on joint ballot. 

The official canvass of the returns was 
begun to-day. The latest figures show that 
about 200,000 ballots were cast in Maryland, 
90,000 less than the registered vote. In 
Baltimore City only 78 per cent. of the 
registered vote was cast or counted. United 
States Senator McComas claims that over 


10,000 bailots were thrown out. He also 
charged to-day that gross frauds have been 
practiced in counting the votes. 

He said he had information that in Somer- 
set County alone 1,042 ballots had been 
thrown out by the Judges because portions 
of the cross marks made by the voters pro- 
jected beyond the box opposite the name or 
a candidate. 

In Dorchester County 700 votes were 
thrown out on ageount of alleged irregu- 
larities. The Democrats in organizing the 
House will doubtless unseat a sufficient 
number of the minority to give the oppo- 
sition a good working majority. On ac- 
count of the small pluraiities by which a 
number of the members are elected and the 
throwing out of the ballots, contests will 
be numerous, The Independent Democrats, 
the old fighters of Gormanism, are now 
trying to organize a, movement to defeat 
Gorman’s election to the Senate. 

It is an open secret that in several coun- 
ties Democrats who ce ge: | opposed Gor- 
man, have been elected to the Legislature. 
The Gorman managers intimate that every 
Democratic candidate for either house was 
secretly pledsed to support Gorman for 
Senator. he Independent Democrats say 
this is not so, and that there are quite a 
number of the new Democratic members 
who would break away from Gorman if a 
sufficiently strong fusion, movement was 
started. 

The anti-Gorman men want to get up a 
fight between Gov. Smith and Gorman. 
The Governor has been ambitious to be 
elected Senator. Although he has thus far 
been true to his chief, an effort may be 
made to tempt him. Eastern Shore senti- 
ment is strongly in his favor. The Repub- 
licans of course would have to vote solidly 
with the few Democrats who might be per- 
suaded to vote against Gorman to elect 
Gov. Smith or another Democrat. 


INFLUX OF CANADIAN HAY. 


Evidence that Present Railroad Rates 
Are Crowding Western Produce Out 


of New England. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission was told to-day by 
witnesses for the American Hay Associa- 
tion that the rates charged by the rail- 
rouda will make it possible for Canadian 
hay to crowd the product of the Middle 
West out of the New England States. 
Dealers from various points of Ohio, In- 
diarea, and Illinois gave testimony. Prior 
te the time when the railroads changed the 
classification of hay from sixth to fifth 
class, on Jan. 1, 1900, the Western dealers 
shipped from one-third to one-half of all 
their hay to New York and New England 


points. Now they are shipping practically 
nothing to New England points and less 
than 5 per cent, to New York. At pres- 
ent, the dealers say, they are confined to 
Western and Southern markets, which are 


glutted with hay, despite the fact that 
farmers lately have been arty’ less hay, 
knowing they cannot get into New Bng- 
land markets. 

The commission expects to conclude tak- 
ing testimony in the hay case at noon to- 
morrow, and then take up the compiaints 
of millers against the Eastern and Western 
railroads, alleging discrimination in charg- 
ing much lower rates on grain than on 
flour. 

Eastern witnesses in the hay case will be 
given an opportunity to testify at a session 
of the commission to be held in New York 
in the near future, and later on the rail- 
roads will be allowed to offer their testi- 
mony. 

The commission has arranged for two of 
its members to hold a session in Denver 
next Monday to investigate charges of dis- 
\crimination against the roads there.

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PRISONERS REVOLT 
AT LEAVENWORTH 


One Guard and One Convict 
Killed and Others Wounded. - 








More than Twenty Desperate Men Es- 
cape and Make for the Forest—Farm- 
ers Robbed by the Fugitives

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov. 7.—The 
most successful prison mutiny ever at- 
tempted in this section was put in execu- 
tion at the new United States Penitentiary 
site on the Fort Leavenworth Reservation 
this afternoon. There was a regular pitched 
battle between guards and rebellious con- 
victs, and one guard was killed and three 
wounded, while one convict was killed and 
another fatally wounded. 

After gaining their liberty the convicts 
took possession of farm wagons, buggies, 
and the like, and ran people into their 
homes and created a reign of terror in the 
western outskirts of Leavenworth and the 
farming districts they passed through in 
their wild efforts to make good their 
escape. The militia at Fort Leavenworth 
was call on to help restore order at the 
new penitentiary site, and held in check 
the convicts who did not leave the stockade. 
No organized effort was made to capture 
the mutineers until after dark, as it re- 
quired all the efforts of the officials to han- 
dle those who did not get away. 

Everything that has developed since the 
convicts escaped shows that it was a cun- 
ningly planned conspiracy to overpower the 
guards. A force of about 450 convicts 
are working at the new Federal peniten- 
tizry site putting up walls, cellhouses, 
and other buildings connected with the 
penitentiary. They are kept at the old 
Federal pen, at Fort Leavenworth, for- 
merly known as the military penitentiary. 
These convicts are marched out to the new 
prison in the morning and back again in 
the evening. The new penitentiary site is 
now partly surrounded with stone walls 
and a high board fence with barbed wire 
ontop. This is called a stockade. 


OFFICIALS CAPTURED. 


Part of the guards go to the towers to 
keep a watch during the day. About half 
the guards remain among the convicts, di- 
recting thei# work. These guards have no 
guns or pistols about them. The arms are 
kept with the tower guards. By some 
means or other the convicts managed to 
get hold of three revolvers. They were not 
the kind used by the guards, and were evi- 
dently furnished by some outside source. 

The guns were dirty, indicating that they 
had been buried. At 3:40 this afternoon, 
twenty minutes before the time for all con- 
victs to gather in the barbed wire counting 
pen, three convicts quietly walked into the 
office of Frank Hines, the constructing 
engineer of the new penitentiary. W. F. 
Carroll, foreman of stone masonry; Harmon 
Bone, foreman of the brick work, and Ar- 
thur Tellford, Captain Prison Guards, were 
having a consultation. The leader of the 
three convicts commanded: ‘Surrender and 
hold up your hands.” 

Three pistols were shoved in the faces of 
the astonished officials, and while two of the 
convicts kept the officers covered the third 
tore the telephone down from the yi. 
Without any ceremony the officers were 
told to walk in front of the convicts as 
shields while they started for the nearest 
tower. The convicts kept their pistols up 
against the officers’ heads. The centre 
tower held by Guard Hoffman was the first 
one approached. He noticed somethig 
was wrong and raised his gun to shoot. 
Mr. Hines, wha-kept cool, cadled to Hoff- 
man not to shoot, telling him that he did 
not want to be killed between two fires, 
The captured officers were a perfect shield 
for the convicts. 

“The convicts walked up to Hoffman, and 
getting into his tower, secured rhree rifles 
and three more revolvers. Hofiman was 
made to join the band of captured oijficers. 
Other convicts in the conspiracy told of the 
newly captured arms. At this stage Capt. 
Tellford dodged around a wall and ran. 
The conyicts fired several shots ut him 
and wounded him in the leg. Without any 
loss of time the march was resumed to au- 
other tower guard, using officers us shields. 
Charles Burrows, the tower guard, refused 


‘to obey the orders of the captured officerg 


not to shoot, and he exchanged a number 
of shots with the convicts. Burrows re- 
céived a shot in the neck, which is serious, 
and he fatally wounded a negro convict. 

When Burrows fell the convicts took his 
arms and the arms of three other guards 
stored in his tower. 


A GUARD'S BRAVE RESISTANCE. 


At this point orders were given to seize 
the officers’ horses so as to prevent any 
one getting away with them to give an 
alarm. The triumphant march was resumed 
to the stand of another tower guard, 
Joseph Waldrup, and he, too, refused to 
obey the officers’ command not.to shoct, 
and poured five shots into the convicts, 
killing convict Quinford, who had three 
bullets in him. Waldrup was shot down, one 
bullet entering his forehead just above the 
eyes and lodging in the brain, and another 
in his body. Waldrup died to-night. 

At this stage Mr. Hines begged the con- 
victs not to kill any guards, and told them, 
as they had-everything their own way, to 
desist. They seized oak timber and bat- 
tered down the board gates. The rioting 
convicts then called on all to follow who 
wanted to escape. Only 25 of the 450 did so. 
As they were leaving the stockade,the 
guards on the towers, not captured, tried 
long-distance shots at them. The convicts 
fired back. 

The convicts continued to keep Hines and 
the other officers for shields. They mad« 
these officers go along a quarter of a mile 
until they came to farm wagons, which the 
convicts promptly took forcible possession 
of. The officers were turned loose at this 
time. The convicts chased people into their 
houses. When farmers about to leave the 
city learned this they turned back intw 
town. 

GUARD’S WIFE GIVES ALARM. 


During the shooting in the stockade the 
wife of a guard living close by telephoned 
to the main penitentiary for help and to 
the military authorities at Fort Leaven- 


“worth. In a short time all the reserve 


guards came out in wagons and one troop

motion. : 

It was decided not to try and pursue the 
escaped convicts until the convicts in the 
stockade were cared for. Soldiers with 
carbines surrounded the place and also 
helped the guards to form an armed square 
in marching the convicts back te the main 
penitentiary. On the road the convicts did 
considerable cheering, but made no breaks, 


The soldiers, under command of First 
Lieut. Hershel, took charge of the new 
site after the main body of convicts 


marched out. 

They helped hunt up straggling convicts. 
The military officers acted very promptly 
in helping to settle the trouble, Warden 
R. W. McClaughey of the Federal prison 
was in Kansas City to-day when the 
trouble started. On his return this evening 
he soon organized parties of guards to go 
out and hunt down the desveradoes. The 
convicts were led by Frank Thompson, a 
large negro, who has served terms in New 
York and the Columbus (Ohio) Penitentiary 
before coming here. Thompson wanted fo 
kill Andrew Leonard, a guard, but was 
stopped by the white convicts. 

EFFORTS TO RECAPTURE FUGITIVES. 

Leonard was about to get down from a 
wall to fight the convicts with a club when 
he was hit and his leg ‘broken. Thompson 
wanted to shoot Leonard as he lay on the 
ground, but was stopped. 

On leaving the western outskirts of Leav- 
enworth the escaping convicts took posses- 
sion of two vinegar wagons, They tumbled 
the barrels off and put the heavy horses to 
their topmost speed for several miles. The 
convicts crossed Pilot Knob by the Santa 
Fé trail, and after getting out six miles 
Separated in.small bunches. They next 
Started in to get citizens’ clothing by mak- 
ing farmers either in the field or roads 
Strip off and exchange for the numbered 
and striped convict suits. 

There are three styles of uniforms at the 
Federal penitentiary. One report comes in 
where they took a farmer’s clothes at 
Easton, fourteen miles away. When last 
heard from most of the convicts were going 
southwest in the direction of the Indian 
Territory, where nearly all of them came 
from. 

The cavalry soldiers did not join in the 
hunt after dark. Col. Auger would not per- 
mit the soldiers to go off the Fort Let ven- 
worth reservation and beyond the timbered 
ridge west of the rifle range without or- 
ders from Washington. Most of the guard 
and volunteers who went out in wagons at 
dark have returned and none of the twen- 
ty-five who broke away have been recap- 
tured. 

Warden McClaughey has sent telegrams 
to Sheriffs and police officials in Kausas 
and the territories, offering rewards for 
capturing them. Photographs and close 
descriptions will be sent out of the pris- 
oners.

CANADIAN SOCIETY DINNER 


Dominion’s Minister of Agriculture 
Among the Guests.

Mr. Fisher Says Reciprocity Perhaps 
Can Be Successfully Negotiated— 
John Foord on the Value of 
Anglo-Saxon Unity. 











The Canadian Society of New York held 
its fifth annual banquet last evening at 
the Waldorf-Astorias About 200 invited 
Suests were present in the Astor Room, 
which was decorated with the American 
and British colors. Among those present 
were Sir Percy Sandergon, British Consul 
General, New York; Sydney A. Fisher, 


Minister of Agriculture, Ottawa; John 


Ford, editor of The Journal of Commerce, 
New York; A. E. Ames, President of the 
Board of Trade, Toronto; John Coates, 
President of the Board of Trade, Ottawa, 


and John Charleton of Ottawa. 
T. H. Bartindale, President of the so- 


ciety, acted as toast master. He called for 
a toast to President Roosevelt, which was 
drunk while the orchestra played ‘‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner.’ This was followed 
by a toast to King Edward VII., to the 
strains of “God Save the King.” Sir 


Percy Sanderson was introduced as the 


representative of his Majesty, and spoke of 
the bond of sympathy exhibited by the two 
countries at the deaths of Queen Victoria 
and President McKinley. 

Sydney A. Fisher responded to the toast 
““Canada.”’ He said in part: 

** Let me impress upon you citizens of the 
United States that the folly and the faults 


which in the eighteenth century lost to the 
British crown its thirteen colonies, have 
been recognize? and put away, and that 
under that crown Canadians and Austral- 
lans are as free and democratic in their 
self-government as in any portion of the 
world. This remark no doubt also will 
apply to the South Africans in the near 
future, 

‘Perhaps one reason why so many Can- 
adians are found in the United States is 
because of the comparatively small open- 
ing in Canada. That condition is changing. 
We have been chary of comparing our- 
selves with our huge neighbor, but_we are 
beginning to be more confident. We find 
that in the ten years from ix?! to 1901 
Canadian exports grew from $%8,500,000 to 
$196,500,000; our imports grew from $120,- 
000,000 to $190,500,00. Our trade total grew 
from $218,500,000 to $387,000,000. 

“jZ] am glad to note an awakening in the 
United States 6n the question of trade with 
other courtries. You have been in_ the 
past a country sufficient unto yourselves. 
I now find among your leaders a disposi- 
tion to investigate foreign markets. Can- 
ada comes sixth in the list of countries 
from which you purchase, We buy of you 
as much as Asia, Africa, and Oceania put 
together. Under the circumstances, it 
seems well to consider how the trade with 
this country can be fostered and improved, 
and let me say that trade follows the 
channels of least resistance and that cus- 
toms duties of a protective character are 
among the difficulties to be overcome. 
Perhaps with Canada if your statesmen are 
reasonable you might be able to find an 
opportunity for successful negotiation. 

“Those bonds of sympathy which are 
natural between peoples of the same race, 
languages, and traditions, have been ex- 
pressed largely and generously on_ two 
tragic occasions within a short time. When 
her late apres pasess away the American 
Nation grieved for the great sovereign in 
the same way and in the same spirit that 
her own subjects felt their loss. So the 
other day when the head of your own gov- 
ernment was stricken down, the people of 
Canada and the British Empire were not 
only aghast at the enormity of the crime, 
but they felt the acute loss which the 
citizens of this country suffered.”’ 

“The United States ’’ was responded to by 
John Foord. Mr. Foord began by calling 
attention to the fact that this country 
leads the world in i#ts production of iron, 
steel, cotton, wheat, and coal. He said, 
however, that the natural resources are but 
half developed. 

‘But the distinction of victory for the 
United States,’’ continued Mr, Foord, ‘is 
in that it has been achieved where every 
man has had an equal chance, The immi- 
grant of yesterday has had an ual op- 
portentty with the Puritan of ages past. 

o all people has been held out the price- 
less boon of opportunity. But best of 
all with our growth of power and finance, 
has been the elevation of mankind. We 
have given the world’s failures a chance 
to redeem themselves. Can a nation wish 
for a better title to eatness than the 
saving of thousands of men from a mire 
into which they would have sunk? 

“But we are asked if it is not all the 
struggle for the almighty dollar. Yes, to 
a certain extent it is—but to the extent that 
the dollar is a universal necessity. But 
fine qualities may be developed in the 
fight for the dollar. Industry, thrift, self- 
denial, all the strongholds of a nation, are 
thus developed. It was a Scotsman who 
showed the people how to gain a great 
fortune, and then how to spend it. n no 
other country could Andrew Carnegie have 
amassed his great fortune, 

“As to our destiny, it has been borne 
upon us in the world’s great future, the in- 
fluence which we are to wield must be 
conditioned on the unity of sentiment and 
purpose of the whole English-speaking 
family. We begin to recognize that the 
strength and sol ne dl of the British Empire 
are not only essential to prosperity of our 
commerce, but are the best guarantees for 
eur security against foreign interference 
with the role which we have marked out 
for ourselves on this continent and else- 
where. 

“We are prowing to a new standard of 
international obligation. It may take some 
time for this feeling to make a radical 
change in our relations with our neighbor, 
the Dominion of Canada, because among 
nations as well as men the most obvious 
considerations are often the last to receive 
attention. More cordial and trustful rela- 
tion will come in time. It can searcely be 
possible that we can persist in denying to 
a people who are our best customers, in 
proportion to their numbers, and our best 
friends, the same degree of confidence that 
we are ready to accord to those who trade 
with us only under protest, and who take 
no pains to conceal their jealousy of our 

rogress and their dislike for us and our 
nstitutions.”’ 

John Charlton, who followed Mr. Foord, 
said that the relations which are to exist 
between Canada and the United States in 
the century upon which we are now en- 
tering is one of the great problems of the 
next few years. 

“The Anglo-Saxon races are closely al- 
lied,’”’ continued Mr. Charlton, ‘‘and_ the 
United States could not afford to have 
England or any of the other Anglo-Saxon 
Commonwealths lose strength. Their in- 
terests are common. Without Great Britain 
as a breakwater, the United States would 
find herself opposed by all Europe. 

“ Canada is ready and desires to promote 
all propositions which would further friend- 
ly relations and benefit the commerce of 
both countries. When the United States 
realizes and is ready to afford to Canada 
the advantages in commerce that Canada 
offers to the United States—a free tariff— 
then only will the relations of the two 
countries become most harmonious. 

Speeches were also made by Julien T. 
Davies, A. E. Ames, and John Coates. Prof. 
Cc. G. D. Roberts recited several of his 
Canadian poems, and Grenville Kleisef 
told a number of funny stories.

He Urges Jews to Preserve Their 
Ancient Ceremonial. 








A SISTERHOOD’S WORK PRAISED 


Factory Conditions’ He Calls a Menace 
and the Manchester Tenet a Damn- 
able Doctrine—Of Croker He 

Speaks in Severe Denunciation. 








Bishop Potter was the principal speaker 
at the annual meeting of the Sisterhood of 


Shearith Israel, held last night in the as- 


sembly room of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Synagogue, Seventieth Street and 
Central Park West. His address was ap- 
plauded by a very large assemblage of the 
members of the congregation. The discus- 
sion bore largely upon the question of the 


| suppression of vice and the preservation of 


the purity of womanhood among the resi- 
dents of the east side, and in this Bishop 
Potter and Rabbi H. P. Mendes, who alo 
spoke, agreed that all could unite on com- 
mon ground. 


At the opening of his address Bishop Pot- 
ter referred to the orthodoxy of the Con- 


gregation Shearith Israel in the matter of 
religious ceremonial, and urged that they 
defy what he termed the modern tendency 
to change and preserve all the ancient cere- 
monials. 

Dr. Mendes, in introducing Bishop Potter, 
said that he thanked God that the world 
had now advanced to that point where men 
who differ in mere matters of creed could 
stand together on the same platform and 
serve God and humanity. 

“God did nét design that all the flowers 
that grow should be of the same shape and 
color,’ said Dr. Mendes, “and so in the 
garden of God men can stand side by side— 
the Christian, the Jew, and the Mohamme- 
dan—so long as they work together for hu- 
man happiness.” 

The meeting was opened by Mrs. Mor- 
timer M. Menken, the President of the Sis- 


terhood of Shearith Israel, and the Pres- 
ident’s annual report dealt largely with the 
work of the Sisterhood among the poor of 
the east side, particularly the women and 
children. It stated that the Sisterhood had 
been sadly hampered in its work by a lack 
of funds and closed with an urgent appeal 
for contributions. 

Mrs. Menken then called upon Dr. Mendes 
to introduce Bishop Potter. Dr. Mendes 
called attention to the fact that eight years 
ago he and the —, had been inéstru- 
mental in founding on the east side a guild 
for crippled children, both Jewish and 
Christian. He said that Bishop Potter had 
given the battle cry for the last campaign. 

‘We Hebrews,” he said, ‘‘ have always 
and always will stand for purity, and if 
ever in the futuré a similar contest to the 
one just ended is waged in this city the 
Bishop can count on our people every time 
for God and the right.” 

Bishop Potter began by stating that the 
Shearith Israel was the first Jewish syna- 
Bogue he had ever entered. He had at- 
tended its services many years ago, when it 
was in West Nineteenth Street. He said 
that since then he had observed that the 
Jews were in a great measure discarding 
their ancient ceremonials. 

“Take care how you let go of usages that 
come down to you from the past,’’ said the 
pone “These ancient ceremonials are 
sacre ey 

Speaking further of the constant changes 
going on in every department of the world’s 
activity, the Bishop brought the subject to 
industrial changes within the last one hun- 
dred years, and said that these had a tend- 
gncy to invade the family. 

‘Tr is in this connection that the work 
of you Sisters of Shearith Israel lies,” 
said he. “In England 100 years ago, for 
instance, every piece of cloth worn by the 
= was woven by the people in their 

omes. Every shoe was made under the 
roof of the wearer. Of course, this would 
not last. Invention and improvement in 
machinery have gradually added to the 
comfort and cheapness of living, but this 
very industrial activity’ menaces: more than 
anything else the family. Thése factory 
conditions of to-day tend ‘to destroy, the 
home; they tend to mass men and women 
in great buildings all day under conditions 
which, whatever they are, take the victims 
out of the protection of the home, 

“These modern conditions are a menace 
to civilization in its highest sense, ever 
if they go no further. They are a menace 
to every girl wotking for a wage of $3 to 
$4 a week who has to get board and clothes 
out of that amount, 

“Now you may say, ‘Bishop Potter 
wants to get in the way of progress, before 
which everything else must bow!’ That is 
the Manchester doctrine—the doctrine of 
the. devil—born in hell. A doctrine that 
must send 10,000 girls to hell in a year is 
a damnable doctrine, no matter by whom 
it is preached. . 

“Tf we cannot get our political econo- 
mists to recognize this, you and I must at- 
tempt remedial work. Of one thing we may 
thank God to-night, that this city has tri- 
umphed for decency in the election of men 
to govern it. [Applause.] Never since the 
Dutch settled this city has it had a moral 
triumph such as this week. After that 
triumph the most sublime thought that 
occurs to us is that we can believe.in the 
decency and the morality of our fellow- 
men, no matter of what ancestry vr na- 
tignaitty. It may be in the air we breathe. 

‘I think one of the most inspiring sights 
seen during the contest was that of the 
poor Italians down in Mulberry Street the 
other night burning a stuffed figure labeled 
‘ Ricardo Croka.’ aughter and applause. 
Even they knew how rotten he was an 
how much he deserved to be burned. 

‘“‘T hope you women of the sisterhood get 
all the money you nged for your work 
athong the people of the east side, but re- 
member that what is wanted most of all is 
your personal service. Nothing but the 
personal touch will save the daughters 
—— on the brink of ruin; nothing but 

e personal touch will save the sons that 
are threatened with debauchery and shame. 
If the race is to be redeemed that fs the 
way to redeem it and no other. And the re- 
sponse of those people to the personal touch 
is on of the most marvellous things in the 
world.’ eo 

After the meeting nearly the entire con- 

egation pressed forward and shook Bishop

Canon Gore was Chaplain in Ordinary to 
ueen Victoria. He was born in 1853, being 
the third son of the Hon, Charles Alexan- 
der Gore, brother of the fourth Baril of 
Arran, who married a daughter of the 
fourth Earl of Bessborough. Canon Gore 
as a Fellow’of Trinity College, Oxford, 
or twenty years.

4,000 Cavairy to Go to South Africa at 
Once—Terms Not to Be Offered 
to the Boers. 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—This week’s meetings 
of the Cabinet have, aside from the Franco- 


Turkish question, been chiefly devoted to 


South Africa, and to drawing up plans for 
more strenuous efforts to end the cam- 
paign. One of the immediate results will 
be the dispatch of 4,000 cavalry from Eng- 
land to South Africa. ‘ 

As the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the Colonial Secretary, went direct on 
Wednesday afternoon from the Cabinet 
meeting to the scene of the presentation to 
Major Gen. Baden-Powell, the Secretary's 
declaration on that occasion may be ac- 
cepted as the decision reached by the 
Cabinet, and as the Government's reply to 
recent suggestions that terms be offered to 
the Boers.

which would render futile the sacrifices 
which had been made. 


THE BATTLE OF BRAKENLAAGTE. 


Lord Kitchener Reports That the Boer 


Losses Were Considerably Less 
Than Those of the British. 

LONDON, ‘Nov. 8.—Lord Kitchener, 
cabling from Pretoria, under Wednesday’s 
date, supplementary details of the recent 
fight near Brakenlaagte, Eastern Trans- 
vaal, says: 

“The Boer loss was 44 killed, 
Gen. Opperman, and 100 wounded. The 


Boers got nothing beyond the guns. The 
Boer attack was easily repulsed until the 
arrival of Louis Botha, with 600 men.”

The foregoing shows that the original 
description of the battle near Brakenlaagte 
as a “British disaster” was accurate. 
After the first reports of the fight were 
received, later telegrams represented that 
the Boer losses were more severe than those 
of the British, and it was supposed that, 
as the Boers retired, the battle was in 
reality a British victory, gained at a terri- 
ble cost. 

Lord Kitchener’s dispatch now shows 
that the Boer losses were much less than 
the British. Inste of the killed and 
wounded numbering between 300 and 400, as 
was reported from Pretoria on Nov. 3, — 
44 burghers were killed, as compared wit 
70 British, including 12 officers, The Boers 
had 100 wounded, while the number of the 
British wounded was 171, including 15 offi- 
cers. 


THE DUTCH DOCKERS’ SCHEME. 


LONDON Times—-NEwW YorE TIMEs

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Amsterdam 
dockers, says the Brussels correspondent 
of The Times, stick to their idea of boy- 
cotting British commerce. A meeting of 
political and other societies was called 


by them to discuss measures to help the 
work of propaganda. The meeting passed 
a resolution that a committee be ap- 
pointed to decide on means to help the 
dockers morally and financially, “ should 
the proposed boycott enter into a prac- 
tical phase of action.”’

LONDON STILL FOG BOUND. 


City Death Rate Seriously Affected by 
the Mist—Mail Boat Run Down 
by Cruiser, 

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The heavy fog which 
fell upon London and half the country on 
Tuesday, and which was partially dispersed 
yesterday afternoon, returned in the night, 
and ‘the sotithern and eastern coasts were 
enveloped in a denser mantle than before.

CONGO FREE STATE HORRORS. 


An American Who Was Recently There 
Confirms the Reports of How the 
Natives Are Treated. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.~Edgar Canisius, an 
American, who recently retired from the 
employ of the Congo Free State, confirms 
the terrible stories told about the condition 
of the natives, especially in the portions 
termed the State Domain, where strangers 
are seldom admitted. 

Canisius, Who accompanied Major Loth- 
aire, commander of the Belgian troops in 
the Congo, on his earliersexpedition in 
search of rubber, says natives were 


killed in six week by that expedition, while 
a smaller expedition, commanded by a 
Belgian Lieutenant, killed 300 natives in 
three weeks. 

The district is practically under martial 
law, on the strength of which such endless 
barbarities are committed that the natives 
are absolutely terror-stricken. Canisius 
further declares that the so-called punitive 
expeditions are in reality rubber-squeezing 
raids, conducted in such an iniquitous man- 
ner that the natives are in a constant state 
of revolt. 

While the conditigns are somewhat im- 
proved in the territories worked by the 
concession companies, the lot of the natives 
in the State Domain, Canisius declares, is 
far worse than before the advent of the 
whites. The natives are [an wage gee 5 forced 
to work rubber at the muzzles of rifles, re- 
ceiving 2 cents a pound for what is sold 
for 75 cents at Antwerp. Thousands of 
natives have fled to the bush and live like 
wild animals. Along the jugle paths bodies 
of those who have died of starvation are 
frequently seen. 

Canisius, who comes from. Ililnois, was 
formerly a resident of Washington.

Louis Clark Comes from Philadel-

TOO MANY FOREIGN VEHICLES 








Manufacturers Claim That They Are Im- 
ported at Undervaluations—Criticism 
for the Automobile Club. 





A record-breaking run from Philadelphia 
to this city, terminating at the Madison 
Square Garden, gave the racing sharps. at 
the automobile show yesterday an element 
of more than usual interest for discussion. 
Louis Clark ef the Quaker City made the 
journey from that place to the Garden by 
way of Camden, Trenton, Perth Amboy, 


and Staten Island in 6 hours and 5 seconds, 
The total distance was 118 miles, and his 
time included all the time spent on the fer- 
ries. The motor vehicle used by Mr. Clark 
was a gasoline carriage, weighing 1,300 
pounds, and of 8% horse power. He report- 
ed a very enjoyable ride, with good roads 
most of the way. 

The other element of particular interest 
in the show was the mild rebuke given to 
the Automobile Club of America by the Na- 
tional Association of Automobile Manufact- 
urers. The session of the latter body was 
continued in the Garden, and during the 


discussion on American machines in con- 
trast to those of foreign make, some of 
the manufacturers took occasion to state 
very plainly their disapproval of several 
leading members of the Automobile Club 
in importing French vehicles, and then 
taking such pains to boom them with speed 
runs. It was also mentioned that in the re- 
cent endurance test run to Rochester the 
President of the club used a foreign vehicle. 
While the manufacturers did fot deny the 
right of any American automobilist to 
use whatever machine he saw fit, they 
thought that too much prominence had 
been given to the achievements of the for- 
eign makers.

GERMAN INSURANCE LAWS. 


An English Warning to American Com- 
panies Against Proposed 
Regulations. 


From The London Times. 

A correspondent writes with regard to the 
attitude of the German Government toward 
foreign insurance companies; “At a time 
when much interest is being created as to 
the possibilities to be revealed in President 
Roosevelt's message to Congress, it is curi- 
ous. to note that a message from the Con- 
sul General of the United States in Berlin 
has been received in Washington, and 
circulated, to the effect that under recent 
regulations the Imperial German Commis- 
sion opens the door to all foreign insur- 
ance companies on equal terms, and that 
(to quote the remarkable words of the Con- 
sul General) ‘any well organized, ade- 
quately capitalized, and competently man- 
aged company will be able to secure a 
concession to do business in the German 
Empire.’ It is strange that a dispatch in 
practically the same terms materially in- 
fluenced President McKinley and induced 
him in his last message to Congress to re- 
fer to the improved relations stated to exist 
between the German Government and 
foreign insurance companies. The regula- 
tions of the German Government are be- 
fore us, and, while it may be perfectly 
correct that insurance companies of the 


character referred to may enter Germany 
and do business, these regulations seem 
more like invitations to sheep to come and 
be killed than those business regulations 
which one might expect from an eminently 

ractical race like the Germans; except, 

owever, it be that the Germans are so ex- 
ceedingly practical that they mean to ex- 
clude all foreign insurance companies, even 
those which have been doing business there 
for half a century and more, unless they 
comply with oppressive regulations such as 
have never been framed befere in connec- 
tion with insurance offices in any eivilized 
State. President McKinley was misled by 
this statement at the time, not knowin, 
the full import of it, and this, for fear o: 

retaatoey legislation by Congress, was 
headed off. 

“It is curious that a similar message has 
now been forwarded from the Consu! Gen- 
eral in Berlin, because it would appear that 
a distinctly misleading statement like this 
is to the detriment of American institutions; 
as it certainly is to British offices. But 
we have long ceased to hope that our For- 
eign Office will ever support British finan- 
cial enterprise abroad, while we have no 

ower of retaliation in the matter of tariffs. 

he United States, however, has, and that 
country may take its own course. German 
offices are not represented fn sufficient 
strength, either in Great Britain or in the 
States, to permit of reciprocal laws being 
of any use. Switzerland took the matter 
boldly in hand some time 250, when the 
Government of that State formally intimat- 
ed that exactly as Swiss companies were 
dealt with in Germany so German com- 
panies would be dealt with in Switzerland, 
whereupon the eminent representatives of 
the Prussion Government promptly climbed 
down. * * * In this matter erican, 
the Prussian Sa promptly climbed 
surance gempens are equally interested.

‘While healthful and normal conditions 
of National partnership forbid envy and 
unfriendliness on the part of the employed

characterizes the treatment of the em- 
ployed by capital. I shall not, however, 
enlarge upon any of the aspects which the 


so-called labor problem presents in these 


latter days, and I desire distinctly to dis- 
claim any intention to suggest what may 
be the cause or causes of the dislocation 
which unfortunately so frequently eccurs 
in the relationship of labor to capital. 
Whether it results from unréasonable and 
irritating demands on the part of labor, or 
whether our workingmen listen too credu- 
lously to malign counsels, or whether again 
the*trouble arises from the greed and 
avarice of capital and of its immense aggre- 
gations, I do not pretend to say. Perhaps 
om eve have a share in creating the dif- 
iculty, 


ANTAGONISM INSTEAD OF UNITY. 


“It is sufficient for my present purpose 
to point out that there is antagonism in 
this relationship, where there shoulda be a 
generous unity of purpose. In other words, 
the situation itself proves that somewhere 
there are members of our partnership in 
American citizenship who act in violation 
of partnership duty, and I am sure that I 
venture nothing in making the assertion 
that the only remedy for this situation 


must be found in a return to the observ- 
ances of the law of American co-opera- 
tion. This return will not be accomplished 
4 discussing real or imaginary injuries on 
the part of labor, nor by lordly and selfish 
arrogance on the part of capital. A begin- 
ning must be made by conspicuous exam- 
ples of a recognition of the duty and obli- 
gations which are the conditions upon 
which the full enjoyment of our partnership 
advantages depénd, These examples 
should induce conservative and tolerant 
counsels; they should be prominently rec- 
ognized and appreciated, and constantly 
pressed upon the view of all who may be 
remiss in their obligations to American 
co-operation—whatever the scope and nat- 
ure of these obligations may be. 

“An example such as I have mentioned 
is seen in the establishment and expansion 
of the Carnegie Institute. From a great 
fortune acquired through the use of Ameri- 
can opportunity a munificent return has 
been made to those interested in the fund 
of our American partnership in voluntary 
and cheerful acknowledgment of partner- 
ship duty. Without suggestion of enervat- 
ing or repelling charity the doors of a fully 
equipped library are thrown open where all 
who will can find without cost ample means 
of education and information. A large and 
constantly growing museum freely offers 
most valuable assistance to the student of 
natural history and its allied subjects. Bx- 
hibitions of paintings not excelled in num-, 
ber and merit by any collections in our 
country supply free facilities for ee 
enjoyment and for the improvement an 
stimulation of artistic taste and judgment. 


TRIBUTE TO CARNEGIE. 


“The lovers of music find abundant op- 
portunity here to listen to an orchestra 
whose fame equals any in the land. And 
the end is not yet; for it is in the air that 
ali this is to be supplemented by a school 
where will be freely taught everything that 
is needful to a useful and thrifty life. 

“These things constitute a monument 
more enduring than brass. They commem- 
orate not only a discharge of the highest 
duty, but point the way to the creation of 


such unification of American endeavor as 
must deve op the most patriotism. Those 
who love their country cannot do otherwise 
than fervently hope that the example here 
exhibited may not.only incite others to do 
likewise, but may accomplish its share to- 


| ward dispelling misconception, distrust, and 


suspicion on the part of any within its im- 
mediate influence who have allowed them- 
selves to regard great wealth as inevitably 
= unwholesome element in our body poli- 
tic. 

“It is interesting to.observe how well the 
work of the founder of this noble bene- 
faction has been seconded by the authori- 
ties of your municipality and her public- 
spirited citizens.

TOWNSHIP ELECTION WAR. 


Westchester County Democrats Charge 
Fraud in the Vote for a Supervisor 
in New Castle. 


There is trouble in the townships of New 
Castle, Westchester County, over the elec- 
tion. The township includes the villages of 
Chappaqua and. Mount Kisco, 

There were just 600 citizens who voted 
in the township on Tuesday last and the 
result showed that they were pretty equal- 
ly divided between Republicans and Demo-, 
crats, so equally, in fact, that the courts 
are to be involked to decide the dispute 
over the vote. Meanwhile, the ballot boxes 
are being closely guarded by the Township 
Clerk, Frank T, Bailey. 

The Republicans ran as their choice for 
Supervisor, Harvey G. Green, and as Road 
Commissioner, David L. Barnum, a Quaker. 
Their contention is that both of these men 
were elected. The Democrats assert that 
their candidate for Supervisor, John Bow- 
don, is elected by two votes, 

The trouble hinges on five votes, which 
the Democrats claim were fraudulent.. On 
the ether hand, Republicans assert that the 


effort to throw out some of these votes is 
nothing more or less than a Democratic 
“dob.” 

Ane Democrats contend that severat 
wealthy Republicans in the township en- 
gaged a number of Democrati¢e laborers to 
work in their cornfields. They paid little 
attention to them, it is contended, until 
election day, when they exercised a very 
strict supervision over them, and would 
not allow them to leave their work long 
enough to vote. The feeling among party 
men in the township ts strained.

PARTIES FOR THE FUTURE 


Republicans and Citizens’ Union to 
Improve Organization. 








Mr. Fulton Says Citizens’ Union Will 
Not Take Part in State Politice— 
Greater New York Democracy’s 
Hopes. 





While the majority of the men employed 
by the Republican and Citizens’ Union or- 
ganizations have been laid off, it is recog- 
nized by the managers of both those bodies 
that each will have to keep up a better or- 
Banization in the future than was neces- 
sary in the past, owing to the fact that 
under the new charter the city elecuion will 
occur every two years instead of every 
four. Preparations to that end are now 
being made by Chairman Morris of the Re- 
publican County Committee and R. Fulton 
Cutting, the President of the Citizens’ 
Union. - 

The Republican County Committee in the 
future will have to conduct a campoign 
every year, as the State election and the 
city election fall in different years., There 
will be a State election next year, and the 
Republican County Committee will have 
charge of the campaign for New \urk 
County. 

As a first step toward the making of a 
more effective organization for campaign 
work, Chairman Morris decided yesterday 
to retain Phil R. Dillon, who has been in 
charge of the committee's press work since 
the city campaign was inaugurated. 

Secretary Fulton of the Citizens’ Union 
was besieged yesterday by the district lead- 
ers of the organization, who, in their en- 


thusiasm over the victory of the Fusion 
forces, had evolved plans for keeping up 
the union's district organization. The sug- 
gestion was made by some that the dis- 
trict organization might be found of use 
in the State election next year. Mr. Fulton 
frowned upon this suggestion. He told 
she district leaders that in no circum- 
ances would the Citizens’ Union coun- 
Ptenance any participation by its members 
Tin the State election. Speaking of this 
matter Mr. Fulton said: 

‘*I would like the information to “go 
broadcast that the Citizens’ Union wiu 
have absolutely nothing whatever to do 
with State or National politics. Let there 
be no doubt in anybody’s mind on that 
question, On the card of application for 
membership in the union there is printed 
Article I, of our constitution, which is as 
follows: 

*** Object.—A union of the citizens of 
New York City, without regard to party, 
for the purpose of securing the honest and 
ne pe government of the City of New 

ork. 

‘In next Zee s State election our peopie 
will do as they please without any sugges- 
tion whatever from the Union. Je made 
the mistake of interfering in State elec- 
tions once, but that mistake will never 
again be repeated. The work of the Union 
for honest and efficient government in the 
City of New York will go on. We will re- 
tain our Pree headquarters and will be 
ready and well equipped to take our part 
in the campaign two years from now. It 
would not have made any difference in the 
plans of the Citizens’ nion if the cam- 
aign had resulted in a defeat for the 
Fusion forces instead of the glorious vic- 
tory over which we are all rejoicing.” 

The talk of the upbuilding of the Greater 
New York Democracy as a force to crush 
Tammany out of existence has created no 
more interest anywhere than in Republican 


circles. Outside of Mr. Low, the Republic- 
ans had only one candidate on the Fusior. 
ticket whose office commands any patron- 


age. This was Thomas Hamilton, who was 
elected County Clerk: Republican leaders 
stated yesterday that they believed all of 
the Democrats elected on the Fusion ticket 
would be faithful to their non-partisan 
promises, and not attempt to build up any 
erganization through the distribution of 
patronage. , 

The Citizens’ Union also expects to have 
something to say about the patronage. The 
Union, its leaders say, does not care what 
the political. affiliations of the men. who 

et the appointments may be, but it will 
nsist upon a strict observance of the civil 
service rules in their selection. 

The official of the new administration 
who will have the largest amount of pai- 
ronage to distribute will be Jacob A. Can- 
tor, the President of the borough. Mr. 
Cantor is one of the leading spirits in the 
Greater New York Democracy. . He said 
yesterday: 

“T was elected as a non-partisan candi- 
date by a combination of all the parties in 
the city on a platform pledging me to a 
core administration of my office. 
I will of course corte, out that pledge ab- 
solutely and strictly in every official act.” 

John C. Sheehan, the leader of the Great- 
er New York Democracy, confirmed the 
report that the Greater New York Democ- 
racy would apply to the next State Con- 
vention for recognition. Mr. Sheehan said 
he was aware that the only way \ wrest 
the supremacy from Tammany Hall is by 
beating the Tammany men at the pri- 
maries, but he expects by primary time to 
have enrolled so many recruits that his 

arty will capture the primaries, Mr. Shee- 
ee said that the Greater New York De- 
mocracy would soon issue an invitation to 
all Democrats to join. He said that al- 
ready overtures had come from sem!/-inde- 
pendent organizations. He expecta a lerge 
defection from Tammany as soon as it is 
generally recognized that Tammany has 
nothing to give. Mr. Sheehan announced 
that his organization was willing to take a 
non-partisan stand fn al) future contests. 

Speaking of the future of the Greater 
New York Democracy, Sheehan said: 
“T believe the time has come for an or- 
ganization of real Democrats in this city 
and county and for the sweeping away of 
the word ‘Hall’ in so-called Democratic 
politics, There should be a truly Demo- 
cratic organization in this city to represent 
the majority of Democrats, one in which 
there shall be no such thing as one-man 
rule; but a ruling by the majority.” 

Joseph Cassidy, the Queens. Borough 
President-elect, announced yesterday that 
Tammany’s rule in Queens was over. He 
said: 

“T consider that my election establishes 
a new Democracy for Queens—the Democ- 
racy of home rule. We have a complete 
Democratic organization in Queens, built 
up of new material.” 


VOTE UNDER FUSION EMBLEMS. 


Why the Citizens’ Union and Greater 
New York Democracy Look for a 
Small Showing. 


There will be a way of determining the 
exact vote cast under the emblems of the 
Citizens’ Union and the Greater New York 
Democracy. Accordirfg to John Hutchin- 
son, the law officer of. the Republican 
County Committee, who has looked the 
matter up, the vote cast under each em- 


blem will show on the tally sheet which 
will be certified by the election officers to 
the Board of Canvassers. Under the law, 
Mr. Hutchinson pointed out, the tally 
sheets kept by the election officers in 
evéry poll must record the vote cast under 
each emblem, and also tne vote cast for 
each candidate on split tickets. 

The leaders of both the Citizens’ Union

CHANGES IN ELECTION LAWS. 


President Voorhis Will Urge Reform 
Regarding Petitions and the Use of 
Emblems. 


Experience has convinced President Voor- 
his of the Board of Blections, he says, of 
the necessity for a number of changes in 
the law, and he will ask his fellow-mem- 
bers to join him in laying the matter be- 
fore the Legislature during the Winter. 
Among these, he suggests that the statute 
should be made definite in regard to the 


number of signatures required for an in- 
dependent nomination for. every office. 

“The law can be made so that it will be 
useless to attack the validity of a bona 
fide petition,’’ he said, ‘‘and so do away 
with the useless contests that have taken 
the time of this board. The law should 
also be made explicit in regard to the use 
of independent party names and emblems. 

‘“ Another change that ought to be made 
is one that 1 provide for the making of 
returns of the vote to this office. Now 
when the vote is counted we are all at sea. 

“The returns should be delivered in thig 
office and tabulated by our own men so 
that the figures will be correct. We 
haven't anything here. The Inspectors are 
bringing in their tally sheets, but we will 
have to turn them right over to the McCul- 
lagh bureau. We might as well ngt have 
them at all.”’ 


THE POLICE COMMISSIONERSHIP. 


Surmise in Brooklyn That Col. Partridge 
May Be Appointed, 

There is already much speculation in 
Brooklyn political circles concerning the 
appointments to be made by Mayor-elect 
Low, particularly with regard to the Police 


Commissionership. There seems to be a 
strong belief among Brooklyn politicians 
that Mr. Low will select a Brooklyn man as 
the head of the Police Department, and in 
this connection there was yesterday much 
mention of the name of Col. John.N. Part- 
ridge. Col. Miah 3 was appointed State 
Superintendent of blic orks by Gov. 
Roosevelt, and still holds that office, the 
salary of which is $5,000 per annum. As 
Police Commissioner Col. Partridge would 
draw a salary of $7,500. 

Col. Patridge was Commissioner of Po- 
lice in Brooklyn under. Seth Low when 
the latter was Mayor of Brooklyn, and his 
administration of police affairs there was 
highly praised. Sol. Partridge and Mr. 
Low are old friends. 


Live Rooster Sent to John C. Sheehan. 


Leader John C. Sheehan of the Greater 
New York Democracy is now the possessor 
of a fine Plymouth Rock rooster, which 
was sent to him on Wednesday by some 


friend, but who this friend is he does not 
know. The rooster arrived at the leader's 
home, while Mr. and Mrs. Sheehan were 
at the theatre on Wednesday evening. It 
was in a box labeled “A present fer Mr. 
Sheehan,” and a hole was left tn the lid 
to give the rooster air. As soon as Mr. 
Sheehan came home the bird began to 
crow. It flapped its wings and crowed 
again when it was released from the box. 
“Tt’s very appropriate,"” remarked Mr, 
Sheehan, ‘for a_rogster is the emblem of 
the Greater New York Democracy.”

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Paperhanger’s Anecdote the 
Greatest Share of the Audience’s 
Applause. 


Patrick H. Coakley, a paperhanger, met last 
night on the little stage of the Good Citi- 
zenship Association of the East Side Settle- 
ment House, ‘Seventy-sixth Street and East 
River. Both were there to entertain a large 
audience by telling stories. Mr. Coakley 
was not embarrassed by his distinguished 
rival, and Mr, Clemens acknowledged that 
the paperhanger received the lion’s share of 
the applause, Clarence Gordon introduced 
the speakers.

Mr. Clemens recelved a cordial welcome. 
He said, in’ part:

He had the light in his eyes 
which told me that he wanted something 
out of me. I am, however, very glad to 
be here with:you, ‘captured.’ I aave been 
too busy ,to prepare an address, and will 
read from: a recent magazine article of 
mine telling how a chimney sweep got the 
ear of the Bmperor.

Judge Advocate Declares That Schley’s 


Errors Were Not Those of Judg- 


ment But of Conduét. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—After sittings 
efovering forty days and with a record 
which, when completed, will cover about 
2,000 pages, the Schley court of inquiry to- 
Gay, at 3:45 P. M., adjourned its last pub- 
lic session. To Capt. Lemly, the Judge 
Advocate, had been assigned the duty of 
making the closing argument in the case, 
, @nd soon after he had completed his 
b< speech, Admiral Dewey, bringing his gavel 
e down upon the big flat table, said: ‘ There 
being no further business the court is ad- 
jJourned.” 

As was the case yesterday, when Mr, 
Rayner spoke, the attendance was large. 
, There was only one session during the day. 
It began at 2 o'clock, and the entire time 
Was devoted to Capt. Lemly’s address. He 
read his speech in clear and distinct tones 
and was given careful attention. The 
Speech in the main was an analysis of tes- 
timony/ but occasionally a conclusion was 
drawn, and frequently there was criticism 
of the course pursued by Admiral Schley. 
Speaking of Schley’s conduct, Capt. Lemly 

ms said: 

j “From my knowledge of the man, hav- 
ing served under his command on two 
eruises, I have never believed, nor do I 
claim from the evidence, that personal mis- 
conduct—or, to call a spade a spade, cow- 
ardice—was exhibited by Commodore 
Schley in any part of his career as Com- 
mander in Chief of tfe Fiying Squadron. 
But I submit with regret that in the pas- 
sage from Key West to Cienfuegos, while at

i ‘ef the assertion that while off 
hess Sept: McCalla had made no et- 
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7, 
fort to communicate with the Cuban in- 
surgents, Capt. Lemly said;:. - 

“ There is no evidence of the fruitless at- 
tempt to communicate with the insurgents 
which Capt. Parker speaks of. Both of 
counsel cite McCalla’s conduct in this in- 
stance as a criterion for Commodore 
Schley’s making no effort to communicate 
with the insurgents. But when Command- 
er McCalla was there, it was simpty to 
blockade; when Commodore oer, was 
there, there was the additional question as 
to the whereabouts of the Spaniards.” 
Speaking of Dispatch No. 7, the ‘“ Dear 
Schley "’ letter, he said: 

‘Mr. Rayner argued at length to show 
that Order No.7 was an order to remain at 
Cienfuegos. This we do absolutely grant, 
and we have never contended otherwise. 
Misunderstanding may have arisen as to 
our contention that a certain word should 
be ‘Santiago.’ That word, however, was 
not in connection with any order to xo 
there, and the.order is fully recognized as 
being an order to remain at Cienfuegus. 

** Senior counsel has asked how the addi- 
tional copy of No. 7 got to Commodcre 
Schley. Ve reply that we believe it got 
to him most clearly by the Iowa. Whut 
did Commander Rodgers deliver if-not the 
second copy of No. 7, since he testified to 
the delivery of dispatches, and While there 
are no papers among Admiral Schley’s cor- 
respondence bearing the receiving mark 
of the 22d, the receiving marks’ om the 
backs of letters No. 7, in Mr. Wells's 
handwriting are admittedly in error.” 

Considering the voyage from Cienfuegos, 
Capt. Lemly said: 

‘““The Commodore’s orders directed that 
he proceed with all dispatch, but cautious- 
ly, to Santiago. He certainly proceeded 
slowly. But ‘cautiously’ did not weaken 
the force Of the words ‘all dispatch.’ The 
great military necessity at this time was to 
find and check the enemy’s fleet. Caution 
was needed lest it might pass undetected 
to Cienfuegos, or lest it might be stumbled 
upon without preparation, if neither carried 
lights. For these reasons the greatest cau- 
tion demanded all dispatch, because the 
timely reaching of Santiago limited to the 
utmost such chances. 

“Certainly the Flying Squadron did not 
leave with dispatch, nor with caution, as 
shown rticularly by. the fact with regard 
to the latter condition, that she was using 
the Ardois system of signals for hours 
after getting under way. It would appear 
that there was little to prevent its de- 
parture for the eastward from béing dis- 
covered and, in due course, communicated 
to Santiago.”’ 

He admitted that the weather on the voy- 
age was bad for the smaller vessels, par- 
ticularly the Eagle, and said that the speed 
of the squadron was slowed in order that 
they might keep up. He contended, how- 
ever, that if that vessel was to be sent 
away, she should have been so sent at the 
time when she was causing. the delay, and 
not when the voyage was practicaly com- 
pleted and the weather improving. In this 
connection he suggested that all the slower 
vessels, in view of the urgency of reaching 
Santiago, might have been dropped with a 
rendezvous, to be joined idater by the 
fighting vessels. ‘‘ If a drummer boy stubs 
his toe,’’ he asked, ‘‘ does the army halt?”’ 


THE RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 


Having brought the squadron to the 
southward of Santiago,.the»Judge Advo- 
cate took up the coaling question, quoting 
Lieut. Dyson's figures on the question of 
coal supply in some: detail. Then he con- 
sidered the retrograde movement. This 
step, he said; had been undertaken ‘ with- 
out sufficient or decisive steps being taken 
to ascertain whether the Spanish fleet was 
actually in the harbor of Santiago, leaving 
the mouth of the harbor unwatched, and 
Cervera free to escape, with the possibility 
of his making a descent upon our coast, 
the moral, to say nothing of the material 
effect of which it is impossible to over- 
estimate.”’” Continuing in this connection, 
he said: 

“It matters not what Capt. Sigsbee or 
Pilot Nunez told Commodore Schley. If 
Nunez exhibited then no greater acumen 
than when before this court, the informa- 
tion he.supplied should have been given lit- 
tle weight. Whatever opinion they may 
have given the Commodore as to the pres- 
ence of the Spanish squadron in the harbor 
of Santiago, (and I believe that the Cap- 
tain never said that the Spanish squadron 
was not therein,) the Commodore was alone 
responsible for the retrogade movement. 

“Tt was his duty to ascertain to a cer- 
tainty whether the Spanish ships were in 
the harbor, an obligation which no nega- 
tive. information of Capt. Sigsbee’s could 
remove or even modify. And it is incon- 
ceivable that a positive statement as to the 
contents of a harbor of the well-known 
conformation of Santiago could have been 
made by Sigsbee.” | 

Capt. Lemly contended that the dispatch 
conveying positive information of the pres- 
ence of the Spaniards must have been de- 
livered to Commodore Schley, . notwith- 
standing-his denial, because he considered 
it “inconceivable that, having it, .: 
Cotton should not have communicated its 
content® to the Commodore.” 

Continuing on this point, he said; - 

“Some of the scouts had been off Santi- 
ago since May 21. .This information of 
Sigsbee’s, then, meant that if the Spanish 
squadron had been there in the first place 
it had not left. The dispatches will clear- 
ly show that there was no doubt as to the 
Spaniards having been at Santiago; the 
only doubt that éver existed was as to 
whether they had left: 

“It has been intimated by counsel that 
had the applicant been otherwise advised 
by Capt. Sigsbee, or had he been in any 
way advised by Capt. Wise, he might not 
have undertaken the retrograde movement; 
but both of these officers testify that 
when they came up with the Flying 
Squadron the retrograde movement was al- 
ready begun, and Sigsbee has testified that 
the questions principally discussed on board 
the flagship were not of the whereabouts 
of the Spanish squadron, but the question 
of coaling. 

“The dispatch sent on the morning of 
May 27 confirms this witness. With a pur- 
pose so fixed in the Commodore’s mind, it 
is likely that advice on the part of:Sigsbee 
and Wise to remain at Santiago would now 
be construed by counsel in the same man- 
ner in whith they appear to have regarded 
Hodgson’s caution to Commodore Schley as 
to the proximity of the Texas; in other 
words, it might now be construed as an un- 
seemly protest.”’ 


SCHLEY’S “ DISOBEDIENCE.” 


Here Capt. Lemly quoted in full Commo- 
dore Schley’s ‘“‘cannot obey orders” dis- 
patch to the department of May 27, and 
commented upon it, saying: 

“Whether the department’s instructions 
definitely directed, in positive terms, that 
the squadron should remain off Santiago, 


or whetHer its desire that this should be 
done, was simply indicated, appears to me, 
under all the circumstances, to be imma- 
terial, Disobedience of orders may be an 
imperative and ‘glorious duty; but, if it be 
not justified by the facts, it cannot be 
condoned by terming it an error of judg- 
ment. This was not an error of judgment; 
it was an error of conduct. 

“Counsel has properly stated that a re- 
port that orders would be disobeyed does 
not constitute disobedience. Commodore 
Schley’s conduct is being scrutinized in the 
light of the facts, and not alone in the 
light of the statements which he made 
cencerning his intentions. Counsel has cited 
the disobedience of Nelson; but at Copen- 
hagen, Nelson disobeyed orders and went 
for the enemy. The applicant’s disobedi- 
ence, if proved, will be shown to be in de- 
laying in bringing himself into the pres- 
ence of the enemy.”’ 

Bringing the squadron back to Santiago, 
the Judge Advocate said that nothing was 
done toward attacking the enemy uhtil 
May 31, when the reconnaissance or bom- 
bardment was made, the total time of all 
firing then being 7 minutes and 35 seconds. 

“The Colon was not destroyed or~dis- 
abléed,’”’ he said, ‘‘and, with the possible 
exception of one shot, all fell short. Only 
three vessels of the force available, the 
Massachusétts, the Iowa; and the New 
Orleans, were employed in this affair, the 
others being engaged in coaling. The ap- 
sicant cannot now successfully plead that 

e did not know how close his vessels 
went in. It was his duty to know, and 
during the bombardment he wigwagged to 
the Iowa, at 2:05 P. M., ‘Do not go in any 
closer.’ 

“Tt has been claimed that the object of 
this affair of May 31 was to develop the 
enemy’s batteries, and that this was ac- 
complished, There is, however, a great deal 
of doubt, in view of the varying signals 
and statements made by the Commodore 
both before and after the action,: as to 
what was the real object, whether a recon- 
naissance, or an attempt to destroy the 
Colon. ; - 

“ Regarding it as a reconnaissance, could 
the strength of the enemy’s fire and the 
calibre of his guns have been successfully 
developed by such distant firing? Had the 
enemy heavy guns, unknown to_the attack- 
ing force, he would not have béen tempted 
ie show the fact, in view of the range em- 
ployed. His game would have been to de- 
ceive his assailants into coming’ closer, 
either then or on another occasion. But 
the weight of the evidence is that even as 
a reconnaissance the affair was futile. 

“The defense to the failure to go in 
closer on May 31 by pleading, at this time 
the cautionary order of April 6, does not 
appear to be sufficient, even if the Commo- 
dore, was acquainted with its contents. The 
order modifies itself, and from first to last 
clearly indicates that our fleet was to 
kept for the Spanish ships, and that the 
destruction of the latter was its paramount 
mission.”’ 


THE BATTLE AND LOOP. 
Coming to the battle of July 8, Capt. 
‘Lemly said: 
“‘T have never doubted, and the evidence 
adduced confirms my view in this respect, 
that the Brooklyn, as‘a ship, dideconspicu- 
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ous duty in this battle. On the other hand, 








was a Captain's fight, and, without dispar- 


agement of Commedore Schley’s persona! 
conduct on that occasion, that there was no 
such concerted action of the vessels en- 
gaged as to indicate their control by any 
one person. All evidently strove to do 
their utmost, and thus was accomplished 
ms eo of the grandest naval victories ever 

“Of course, the vessels stood in toward 
the harbor entrance when it was discov- 
ered that the enemy's vessels were making 
a sortie: Such was not only their pre- 
scribed duty, but their natural and proper 
course in such circumstances. In like man- 
ner, When the Spanish fleet stood to the 
westward, it was the duty of our vessels 
to follow, whether or not the signal ‘ Fol- 
low flag’ was made.”’ 

Discussing the Brooklyn's loop, Capt. 
Lemly expressed the opinion that in turning 
to starboard when all the other American 
vessels turned to port, the Brooklyn en- 
dangered not only the Texas, but other 
vessels as well. It was, he said, clearly 
established that the Texas stopped and 
that she reversed one if not both of her 
cngines. The responsibility for this move, 
he argued, rested entirely upon Commodore 
Schley, and it could not be delegated to any 
one by him as a squadron commander, 

“Capt. Cook’s evidence on this point 
seems as a whole,’ he said, ‘‘ to indicate 
that he considered himself in a naval duel, 
and initiated the turn to starboard with- 
out so much as asking the Commodere, 
within a few feet of him, whether he ap- 
proved a.step that involved squadron move- 
ments. This confirms the impression, upen 
which I have already enlarged, that the 
battle of Santiago was a Captain's fight. 
At best, the loop was a tremendous risk, 
peme I submit, without adequate justifica- 
tion.”’ 

Whatever the distance the Brooklyn ran 
in making this turn, he contended that she 
did turn from instead of toward the enemy. 
“It would seem,” he said, ‘that she 
should have adopted the other course, if not 
for the purpose of placing herself nearer 
Cervera’s ships, at least in order to escape 
anv possibility of endangering or ~ 
the other vessels of our squadron. ‘or, 
had she been more imperiled individually 
by starboarding her helm, no injury to her 
from the enemy could have equaled the dire 
results of two United States ships virtually 
committing suicide. It is well known thac 
unexpected injury from friends is far more 
demoralizing in action than from the 
enemy, always to be expected. 

“Taking the distance at the time the 
turn was begun at the lowest figure given. 
say, 1,000 yards, the Brooklyn would not 
have run the entire tactical diameter to- 
ward the enemy if she had turned to port, 
particularly if ste had backed the port 
engine in turning.” 


SND OF THE ARGUMENT. 


Speaking of the alleged colloquy on the 
Brooklyn during the battle, Capt. Lemley 
said: ‘‘ As to the testimony upon the point 
whether this substantial exchange of re- 
marks really occurred, we have Hodgson's 
sworn statement before this court, his state- 

ent in the investigation before Capt. Chad- 
wick, and his several letters to the appli- 
cant, in which he adheres to the substantial 

















































accuracy of the newspaper report as 
printed. 
**Counsel have found themselves,’’ Capt. 





Lemley continued, ‘‘in the unfortunate po- 
sition of being obliged to attack the testi- 
mony of many witnesses. As to these wit- 
nesses whose testimony has been assailed, 
either directly or indirectly, I do not deem 
it necessary to say anything in their be- 
half. They are all officers of the navy in 
good standing, and thé Court has had full 
opportunity to observe their manner on the 
stand. The principal crime that has been 
in terms laid against any of them is their 
youth, and this they will eventually out- 
grow. It may be added that they range in 
years between thirty and forty-seVen. All 
of them are therefore eligible, in such quali- 
fications, to election to the United States 
Senate. Moreover, they compare man for 
man more than favorably this respect 
with the witnesses called for the applicant; 
and that precocious child of the kinder- 
garten, as Mr. Rayner has designated Lieut. 
Commander Potts, is forty-six years of age, 
and has seen more than thirty years of 
service.”’ 

Capt. Lemley then closed his speech and 
the entire argument of the case with the 
following words: 

‘From my knowledge of the man, having 
served under his command on two cruises, 
I have never believed, nor do I claim from 
the evidence, that personal misconduct, or, 
to call a spade a spade, cOWardice, was ex- 
hibited by Commodore Schley in any part 
of his career as Commander in Chief of the 
Flying Squadron. But I submit with regret 
that in the passage from Key West to 
Cienfuegos, while at the latter port, en 
route to the southward of Santiago, without 
settled destination, in the retrograde move- 
ment, in the return to the vicinity of Santi- 
ago, and in the affair of May 31, the Com- 
modore exhibited unsteadiness in purpose 
and in push and failure to obey orders. 

“The characterization of this conduct is, 
however, for the court. I trust that I may 
be pardoned if I remind you, gentlemen, 
that the first importance of the matters 
before you is not as they relate to any in- 
dividual, but as they concern the naval 
service. It is for. you to lay down a stand- 
ard of conduct, to be followed in future 
similar cases—a standard such as that set 
by our great naval.commanders, like John 
Paul Jones, Decatur, Perry, Farragut, the 
Porters, and others. A sense of propriety 
forbids my mentioning the living.” 

With the conclusion of Capt. Lemley’s 
remarks, the court at 3:45 P. M. adjourned 
with the intention of holding no more pub- 
lic sessions. 





Request of Sampson’s Counsel Denied. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The Schley 
court of inquiry has declined to grant the 
request made yesterday by Attorney Theall, 


acting for Admiral Sampson, that the re- 
marks of Capt. Parker, concerning the fact 
that the Spanish cruiser Colon lay in the 
harbor at Santiago for some hours after 
the arrival there of Admiral Sampson, be 
stricken from the record. Admiral Dewey, 
writing for the court, says that this action 
has been taken after careful consideration.

‘Promise of Peace and Protection 
of Foreigners in Venezuela. 





A me ES from the Caracas Gov- 


ernment Affirms That the Disturbed 
State of the Country is Ended. 





The Venezuelan Consul in this city, Mr. 
Gonzales, has gfven out a statement re- 
ceived from his Government. It bears the 
date Oct. 28, and-is in part as follows: 

“The candidacy of Gen. Cipriano Castro 
for the Presidency of Venezuela for the 
coming period of six years, which will be 
inaugurated Feb. 20, 1902, has proved 
already acceptable to the whole country, ab- 
solutely without, opposition in any of the 
twenty different States of the republic. 


“An administration will be inaugurated 
justifying the assurances of a well-estab- 
lished peace, thus securing the result of 
the heroic efforts and many sacrifices sus- 
tained during two years of constant strug- 
gle to attend this end and giving every 
guarantee of re-establishing the prosperity 
to which Venezuela is entitled. 

“The welfare of the general public and 
the speelal protection of the rights of for- 
eigners and the capital which they may in- 
vest, will be preserved and the many ad- 
vantages to which they are entitled in so 


promising a country as is Venezuela will 
be fully safeguarded. 

“Gen. Castro, appreciating fully the ad- 
vantages to be derived from peace and the 
sustaining power of a liberal form of gov- 
ernment, will make this idea the principal 
base of his policy, particularly with refer- 
ence to maintaining the friendly relations 
with foreign powers which Venezuela has 
enjoyed in the past, asking from all for- 
eigners only acknowledgment of the na- 


tion’s laws, which are simply the dictation 
of modern, civil, and constitutional. codes. 

The disturbed state of the country dur- 
ing the last few years which caused the un- 
settlement of business prosperity is now a 
condition of the past, as'the administration 
now has a firm hold upon the best sym- 
pathy of the people, who will co-operate 
with him to the fullest extent in attaining 
this laudable object. 

‘‘ Gen. Castro believes fully in the follow- 
ing ideas: Absolute protection to national 
and foreign enterprises looking to, the de- 
velopment of his country; the institution 
of public institutions unde? modern meth- 
ods;. the construction of good roadways 
pees Ne) maintenance of same, and the es- 
tablishment. of a special system of minor 
courts of justice in towns and villages dis- 
tant from the capitals, in order that legal 
questions may be promptly solved and jus- 
tice meted out with fairness and celerity. 

Gen, Castro’s platform may be con- 
densed in a few words: Peace, which is the 
soul of civil life, an honest Government 
which assures prosperity; the re-establish- 
ment of internal and foreign confidence, 
and the absolute submission to the law.” 


CHILE OFFERS TO MEDIATE. 


Good Offices Tendered to Republics of 
t Venezuela and Colombia. 


LA GUAYRA, Venezuela, Nov. 7,—Sefior 
Herbost, the Minister of Chile at Bogota, 
with the authorization of his Governinent, 
has cabled to President Castro offering the 
good offices of Chile in order to arrange 


the differences between Venezuela ani ('o- 
lomibia, Kee the acceptation of ('o- 
lombia. President Castro’s reply was as 
follows: 

‘“‘T accept your proposition with pleasure, on 
condition that Colombia gives full powers, and 
do not“forget my answer to the Congress at 
Mexico, stipulating reparation and the payment 
of damages for invasions and losses, bases which 
I consider just and reasonable;”’ 


PANAMA’S FALL NOT VERIFIED. 


Story That City Has Been Taken by 
Liberals Seems to Be Unfounded. 

It was rumored in this city yesterday that 
the City of Pangma, in Colombia, had 
fallen, and is in the complete control of 
the Liberal Party. The rumor was based 
on a dispatch printed In a morning. news- 
paper, which it was alleged had been 
received by the Colombian Liberal Junta. 
Inquiries at the Colombian Consulate in 
this city yesterday, at every one of the 
mercantile houses having large interests 
in Panama, and at the Panama Railroad 
Company, failed to elicit any information 
tending to confirm the story, The Colom- 
bian Consul, Arturo de Brigard, said that 
he had receiyed no information from Pan- 
ama, and showed .a dispatch from the Sec- 
retary of the Colombian Legation at Wash- 


ington, asking if there was any informa- 
tion to be had concerning the rumor in 
this ye 

‘*I believe the story is untrue,’’ said Con- 
sul Brigard, -‘and was sent out by the 
Liberals here in’ New York simply for ef- 
fect, The United States has a gunboat at 
Panama, and it is impossible that the city 
could haye fallen without the Navy De- 
partment at Washington having been noti- 
fied, or the State Department apprised of 
it by the United States Consul at Panama. 
This inquiry from the Colombian Legation 
at Washington shows that no such in- 
formation has been received there. I will, 
however, _ a cable inquiry to-day to 
Panama and set all doubts at rest,"’ 

At the offices of the Panama Rallroad 
Company it was said that a cable message 
had been received from Colon yesterday 
morning announcing the departure of the 
steamship Orizaba, on the day before. This 
message did not even hint that Panama 
was even threatened. The Aspinwall Fruit 
Company also said that they had received 
a Colon dispatch yesterday, in which noth- 
ing was said about Panama having fallen. 
The following goncerns likely to hear at 
once of the fall of Panama were seen 
yesterday, and declared that no information 
of the kind had been received by them: 
Flint, Eddy & Co,, Amsinck & Co., W.°R. 
Grace & Co., the Mexican Cable Company, 
and Isaac Brandon & Brothers. 


COLON, Colombia, Nov. 7.—There is ab- 
solutely no truth in the report circulated 
in the United States that Panama has been 
captured’ by the Liberals. No fighting 
whatever has occurred, The state of affairs 
is the same as it has been for weeks past.

Henry “Hart, then in his eighty-ninth 
year, ‘was greatly worried over the catas- 
trophe to what had been to him the apple 

is-eye. In his efforts to save the road 
Mr. Hart was worsted as a financier in a 
deal with a syndicate in which James R. 
Keene f red. Mr. Hart first deposited 
about $3,500,000 worth of his stock, quoted 
at 120, and afterward 25,000 shares at par 
in January, 1900, on the condition that it 
was to be held for one year, when it was 
to be taken back at the same price or sold 
at 125. Part of the block of stock has rot 
been accountéd for, and there was at™he 
time of Mr Hart’s death a suit pending by 
him against J. S. Bache & Co. on this ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Hart is said to have died worth sevy- 
eral million dollars. March 6 hé moved his 
papers and personal effects from the offices 
of the Third Avenue Railroad Company to 
his home, and about the same time he dis- 
posed of a vast collection of unredeemed 
pledges, relics of. his pawnshop, which 
since 1853 had been stored in various places. 
His motto in this regard was the same as it 
was concerning his Third Avenue stock, 
“Sell and repent.”’ 

He continued to be identified with Third 
Avenue as Vice President and as Director, 
but changed his habits and mode of life. 
He became particular in regard to his attire 
and rode in equipages and submitted to the 
services of a barber, so that as a well- 
dressed old gentleman with a wealth of 
flowing white hair he was hardly recog- 
nizable as the shabby, anxious surface rail- 
road magnate of the old days. 

Mr. Hart was always classed in politics 
as a Republican, and on Tuesday night he 
rejoiced when on asking the reason for 
music in the street near his home he was 
told of the election of Seth Low. 'He had 
interests as a Director or officer in other 
corporations than Third Avenue, among 
them the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
and the Empire City Traction Company, 

Mr. Hart died a bachelor, and the many 
stories told of his interesting and unique 
career and personality have no reference to 
any romantic or tender episode that might 
have resulted tn matrimony. He is  sur- 
vived by h's niece, daughter of his~brother, 
Abraham. and her daughters, Miss Harry 
Lyons, Mrs. L. D. Mayer, Mrs. D. C, An- 
drews, Mrs. A. J. Elias, and Mrs. L. Kayser. 

The funeral will be at the convenience of 
the family. Burial will be at Cypress Hills 
Cemetery, Brooklyn. Mr. Hart was a 
member of .the Congregation Shearith 1s- 
rael, and its pastor, the Rev. Dr. H. Pereira 
Mendes, will conduct the last services.

The northwestern storm was central last night 


over Western Ontario, with much decreased in- 
tensity, and was pursuing an east-northeast 
course toward the Upper St. Lawrence Valley. 
The precipitation resulting from this storm for 
twenty-four hours continued light, and the area 


covered extended, from the eastern portions of 
the Dakotas eastward through the greater por- 
tion of the lowbr lake region. In the immediate

North Dakota and portions of Montana, With 
these exceptions generally fair weather is indi- 
cated for the next two days. 

it will be somewhat colder to-day in the east- 
ern lower lake region, the northern portion of 
the Middle Atlantic States, and also along the 
Appalachians.

Chief Justice Fuller Chosen as Presi- 
dent to Succeed William M. Evarts— 
President Roosevelt a Trustee. 





The fortieth meeting of -the George Pea- 
body Education Fund, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, yesterday was attended by eleven 
of the twelve surviving Trustees. 

The fund, which amounts to nearly 
$2,100,000, was presented by Mr. Peabody 
in 1866. The total gift was about $3,000,000, 
but of. this $1,000,000 was in Mississippi 
and Florida bonds, issued long before the 
war, but which‘were subsequently repud!- 
ated. For this reason the Trustees of the 
fund, for some years, declined to aid in the 
education of children in the States named. 

There were present at the meeting yes- 
terday Samuel A. Green of Massachusetts, 
James D. Porter of Tennessee, J. Pierpont 
Morgan of New York, William A. Courte- 
nay of South Carolina, Chief Justice Mel- 
ville W, Fuller of Washington, Henderson 
M. Somerville of Alabama, Ambassador 
Joseph H. Choate, Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, 
President of Johns Hopkins University of 
Maryland; Senator George Peabody Wet- 
more of Rhode Island, Senator George F. 
Hoar and ex-Secretary of State Richard 
Olney, both of Massachusetts. 

During the past year the President, Will- 
jam M. Evarts; the Vice Chairman, the 
Right Rev. Henry B. Whipple, Bishop of 
Minnesota, and the Trustees William 
Wirt Henry of Virginia and President Wiil- 
iam McKinley died. 

Chief Justice Fuller was elected Presi- 
dent, with Ambassador Choate and Mr. 
Gilman as first and second Vice Chairman, 
respectively, 

For Trustees, Seth Low was chosen in 
place of Mr. Evarts, President Roosevelt 
in place of William McKinley, and ex-Sec- 
retary of the Interfor Hoke Smith of Geor- 
gia in place of Mr, Henry of Virginia. The 
report was that a Trusteeship was tendered 
to Archbishop Ireland of Minnesota, who 
is in the tity. 

Ex-Gov. J. D. Porter was appointed Pres- 


ident pro tem. of the Normal College: at 
Nashville, Tenn., to fill the vacancy eaused 
by the resignation of Dr. W. H. Payne. 
The report of the Treasurer, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, shows that the fund is invested in

After pointing out the many benefits re- 
sulting from the Peabody fund in the cause 


of education, Mr. Curry says in his report: 

*“One of the most remarkable phenomena 
in America life is the gifts of private citi- 
zens to education. The examples of gener- 
osity have been as beneficial as the large 
amounts so liberally contributed, Univer- 
sities and colleges in the Northern and 
Western States have been the recipients of 
millions of dollars, At the South, schools 
for the instruction of the negroes have 
shared in this beneficence. Until 1870, Eng- 
land never realized that free schools for all 
the people was an imperative government 
duty, and it yet seems almost impossible 


for her to learn that an effective and uni- 


versal system of public schools should be 


free from ecclesiastical control. 

“It is gratifying that despite formidable 
and persistent adverse influences a large 
number of British people share in t 
American idea of education for the people 
and by the people, and are showing patient 
energy and broad patriotism in deter- 


mined purpose to sever general éducation 
from sectarian domination. England also

STREETS FLOODED BY 
BROKEN WATER MAI 


Thirty-six-Inch Stream Did Dam- 
age on Upper Broadway. 








Workmen Had to Flee for Their Lives, 
Wagons Were Caught, and Pave- 
ments Washed Up. 


Thousands of gallons of water, pouring 


from a smashed thirty-six-inch, main at 
Broadway and One Hundred and Thirty- 


|; third Street, deluged a portion of Manhat- 


tan Valley yesterday afternoon, endanger- 
ing the lives of several workmen, trapping 
three wagons in its flow, and seriously 
damaging both the make-shift pavements 
along that part of Broadway, and some 


| excavations that had been made for founda- 


tions to the elevated portion of the rapid 


| transit railroad that is to run over the 
. 


valley. 

Many buildings ini the upper Riverside 
section were deprived of their water supply 
“the emergency pipe’’ was put in 


| use. During this time in case of a fire they 
| would have been in grave danger, as the 


emergency flow is of such low pressure 
that it would not suffice for fighting any 
large fire. It was late last night before 
the normal supply was flowing again. 

The thirty-six-inch main runs down 
Broadway, furnishing water to the area 
around West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth and Manhattah Streets, as well as in 
between, and to a large area near the river 
During the last 
few weeks the Consolidated Gas Company 
has been laying a main down the east side 
of Broadway, alongside the water conduit, 
Work on this had progressed to One Hun~ 
dred and Thirty-third Street. At noon 
some workmen were blasting at that point, 
making way for the new main. The blast, 


either by the concussion or by throwing a 
mass of rock against the water main, 
caused the latter to burst, and in less time 
than it takes to tell it, the street on that 


| side was flooded, 


Not far below the place where tlie blast 
was set off half a dozen men were working 
in the trench that was being made for the 
gas pipe in the softer earth further down. 
30 tast did the water flow upon them 
that they had to clamber out for their 
lives. The thirty-six-inch main being one 
of very high pressure, the current was ter- 
rific. In a couple of minutes the stream 
was spreading across the whole street and 
rushing down into the bottom, the lowest 

int of which is at One Hundred and 

wenty-ninth Street. 

Through the four intervening blocks there 
is a steep grade. At intervais were the 
newly made foundations for the viaduct, 
each of hard concrete. These last were 
finished down to One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street, and so sustained no damage, 
but a little below that street is a big 
hollow into which the concrete had not 
been put, and about ten feet of water was 
forced into this. 

In the low-lying part of Broadway, near 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, 
were three wagons, Their drivers tried to 
get out, but failed, the soft unpaved street 
becoming muddy so fast under the water 
that the wheelg stuck in it. Other vehicles, 
on higher ground, suceeeded in getting 
safely to dry spots. In the bottom the 
water rose until it was four feet deep at 


| intervals, and even after the current 


been shut off the surtace was left in such 
a swampy condition that traffic was 
stopped for three blocks for the rest of the 
afternoon and evening. 

From One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Street down to One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street the roadway is of macadam, 
ana so,did not suffer, but between One 
Htndre@ ‘and Twenty-ninth and Manhattan 
Streets it is wholly unpaved, and the water 
tore up great hollows in it. 

The workmen in the rapid transit excava- 
tion had to hustle, but were in no danger. 
By the time the bottom of the excavation, 
which is nearly thirty-five feet deep, was 
inundated, they had begun to put up tem- 
porary barriers that diverted the stream 
ina measure. The Water Department was 
notified of the break, and soon the water 
gate at One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
Street had been closed, stopping the over- 
flow. The employes of the department and 
the gas company began at once to repair 
the damage, and late last night. a new sec- 
tion of pipe had replaced the broken one. 
The latter,’ lying on a sidewalk near by, 
had a triangular tear about eight feet long 
in one side. 





_NO MEDAL FOR THE PRESIDENT. 


| Board Will Grant Him a Brevet for War 


Services and Nothing More. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt is not to receive a medal of 
honor for his services in the Spanish- 


| American war. 


The brevet and medal of honor board of 
which Gen. MacArthur is President, prac- 
tically has completed its work and ad- 
journed until Dec. 1. The board has gone 
over the papers in all cases involving 
recommendations for brevets arisi from 
the war in Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, and’ China, including those already 
submitted to the Senate last session, but 
subsequently withdrawn. The Recorder of 
the board now is putting thése in shape for 
nomination again, and the list will be ready 
a few days after the reopening of Congress. 

The board has found that it is precluded by 
the convening orders from considering ap- 

lications for medals of honor which have 

nm passed upon formerly by the War De- 
partment itself. So,*contrary to the origi- 
nal expectation, it will not be possible for 
the board to recommend the award of such 
a medal to President Roosevelt, for the De- 
artment acted adversely in that matter 
ast year,. and it is understood that the 
recommendation in the President's case 
will be limited to a brevet.

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THE WATER COLOR CLUB. - 


Aquarelles and Pastels at the Fine Arts 
Building. 

The New York art season opens with the 
exhibition of the Water Color Club at the 
Fine Arts, in West Fifty-seventh Street, 
and opens well, in view of the fact that 
water colors and colored crayons, pastels, 
and miniatures are things that appeal to a 
wider circle than do any other works of 
art. Those who have cards for the recep- 
tfon to-night will not fail to enjoy the gen- 
eral effect of the two galleries, which are 
neither crowded with pictures nor too thinly 
set. The bright, transparent colors of the 
true water color, the brilliant notes of 
pastels, the light but somewhat solid effect 
of pictures in which body color rather than 
washes predominate, the broad spaces of 
designs intended to carry their message 
from afar like posters exposed to daylight, 
these, as a rule, tell their story almost as 
well by artificial illumination as by the 
light of day. So that the effect at an even- 
ing reception will be better than is usually 
the case when the walls are hung with 
olls, 

The New York Water Color Club is the 
junior society in this line of art, the Amer- 
ican Water Color Society being its senior 
by many years, and it has a larger num- 
ber of women among its members when 
compared with the society. If you have 
been in Europe recently and have seen a 





water color exhibition in London, a differ-. 


ence will be noted at once. Here our wa- 
tercolorists, of the younger generation at 


least, have a tendency to soft tones, rich, 
low notes, harmonies, and tonality, while 
abroad the key is sharper and higher, more 
attention being id to line. The story is 
more important in England, while here the 
artists are pursuing etfects of atmosphere. 
There is the Glasgow school in Great Bri- 
tain, however, that looks the same way, 
but they work more in oils than water- 
colors. The European artists who are near- 
est ours are the Hollanders—Israels, Keven, 
Poggenbeeck, and their comrades; even the 
Frenchmen are further away, although the 
art cosmopolis on the Seine can always sup- 
ply examples of every kind of style. And 
the result of this turn toward harmonious 
notes gives to the exhibition of the Water 
Color Club a charm which springs from the 
uniformity of the effort and reswlts in a 
decorative principle, not, indeed, intention- 
ally obtained, but the outcome of natural 
causes. The jury of admission includes 
Messrs. Charles Warren Eaton and Ben 
Foster, Elliott Daingerfield and Miss Clara 
McChesney, Mrs, arrish and Reynolds 
Beal, all of them devotees of tone, against 
whose feeling the natural tendency of 
workmen like Messrs. Curran and Ver- 
planck Birney could hardly be expected to 
make much headway. The Hanging Com- 
mittee, consisting of Mrs. Nicholas and 
Messrs. Beal, Hester and Will 8. Robinson, 
did its work well, after the Jury of Admis- 
sion had thrown out hundreds of unworthy 
aspirants. The average workmanship is 
high; hardly a picture can be wished away, 
but as usual in such cases, there are no 
epoch-making pieces that strike one as 
marking a turn in an artist’s career, 

from John La Farge we get one of the 
South Pacific water colors, a view at sun- 
set of Diadem Peak, on the Island of 
Tahiti, and a figure for a stained glass 
window called ‘* The True Path,” marvel- 
lous in color, Exceptional because it is an 
interior with several figures is Henry 
Poore’s ‘‘A Comrade,”’ low in tone, and 
by no means thrilling in interest, for it 
merely refers to the red setter dog the boy 
is playing with, but possessed nevertheless 
of the indefinable something that stamps 
the good picture, Perhaps it is the sombre 
face of the man looking down on boy and 
dog as he sits chin on hand in his chair. 
He might be pondering the problem of man 
and dog—the man in the dog and the dog 
in the man. It is a fine figure, and the boy 
is excellently painted also. 

Mr. Charles Warren Eaton makes a 
brave show with eight water colors, among 
which * Canal at Bruges,”’ with bridge and 
crow-step gables mirrored in the smooth 
water, is a pleasing souvenir of ‘‘ Bruges 
the Dead”; “By the Pine Wood” con- 
tains a beautiful sky. William J. Kaula is 
imposing with his “‘Clouds and’ Dunes,” 
full of harmony, broad and massive in the 
handling; he metal = much fomting in 
* Low Tide, Ogunquit River,’”’ a moonlight 
effect very charming indeed, 

Very different kind of work are_ the 
sharply drawn outlines and flat color-filling 
in the pictures of E, Mars, ‘The Lady of 
the House”’ and * Solitude,” figure pieces 
both, that recall Miss Mary Cassatt’s work 
without paving her individuality at all. 
Somewhat in this vein are Miss Ada Howe 
Kent's ‘ Marjorie,’’ in which the outlines 
seem drawn with a pen, Or again it is 
M, H. Squire, who draws a woman seated 
while another combs her hair, calling it 
“The Making of a Beauty,’’ and works in 
the Holbein way, or, rather, in the Japan- 
ese way of colored pictures and prints. 
These artists have one thing in common, 
they do not seek beauty of outline, nor 
greatly beauty of tone; a certain harsh 
realism is usual with them. In the last 
picture, for instance, it is obvious that no 
amount of tonsorial skill alded by cosmetics 
will ever make a beauty of the young wo- 
man under the hands of the beautifier. This 
is the reaction from the pretty-pretty, 
which holds its own in poveierity in all the 
great cities of the world, and keeps in af- 
flence the artists who cater to this natural, 
unsophisticated, passion of the populace. 
Some very attractive marines greet one 
as the first gallery is entered. Here is 
“From the Cliff,” by Charles H. Wood- 
bury, turquoise foam in front, wine-dark 
sea.beyond, and a high herizon deftly, 
broadly painted. Mr. Woodbury’s “ Fan- 
tasie"’ is a scene of billows breaking 
against somewhat insubstantial cliffs and 
executing—one of them at least—a daring 
loop-the-loop which may be found in 
Japanese carvings, and ought to be, but 
isn't, found in nature. ‘‘Tne Wake," by 
George Ferdinand Of, Jr., is what one sees 
on the ocean looking aft on a calm day 
when no sail is in sight. It is charming 
in color, as are his other pictures, ‘‘ Capri” 
and * Fluellen,” showing him an excellent 
artist. A painter of architecture, who man- 
ages to evade the deadly commonplace of 
such pictures, is Mr. Campbell Cooper, with 
the grand portal of Chartres Cathedral. 
Perhaps the white pigeon flying near the 
sweep of the.arch is a little too large, and 
y its size takes away trom the sense of 
bigness in the doorway. Mrs. Sarah G. 
Sears sends a portrait sketch, mother and 
baby, in which the child, zing full face 
from the frame, is better than the mother, 
who is quarter face and looking down. Her 
three-flower pieces are excellent, especially 
‘* A White Rose.” .This leads one naturally 
to the other flower pieces, which are not 
so numerous as usual, but of a very high 
quality for the most part. Perhaps the 
subtlest and most charming of all are by a 
Japanese, Mr. Genjiro Yeto of New York, 
who draws on Japanese Rerer with a fas- 
tidious taste and a skill that may well 
rouse the envy of his American comrades. 
** Poppy ” and ‘ Shirley Poppies," ‘‘ Peony,” 
and ‘‘ Morning Glories’ are not merely 
drawn with exquisite refinement, but have 
that skill in arrangement which the Japa- 

ese study in their arrangements of the 
flowers themselves as decorations of their 
homes, In his figure pieces, on the other 
hand, such as “A Summer Eve ”’ and “‘ The 
Cherry Festival,’ he is not so happy. He 
has little of that style which is a conyen- 
tion in Japan, and yet he is not a realist 
in one sense, 

There is one artist here who departs from 
the tsual methods so abruptly as to win at- 
tention. his is Maurice B. Prendergast. 
whose pictures, spotted with bright dabs 
of Frc ragt colors, look like samples, so 
quaintly rigid and squat are the little fig- 
ures, so Oddly do the objects silhouette 
themselves against the background. He 
has chosen New York scenes on which to 
wreak his curious ideas of color, such as 
‘May Day Festival” in Contral Park, or 
“The Hast River,’ or *‘ The Bathers,”’ or 
“East River Park.”’ His manherism is 
a trifle overdone, but one welcomes the 
variety his pictures introduce; they are 
the harlequins of the show. Among the 
artists who have been attracted by f{ol- 
land are Addison T. Millar, ‘‘ Old Amster- 
dam"; Charles P. Gruppe, “ IneOld Delft ” 
and ‘“‘Gray Day in Holland.” and Miss 
Susan Robbins, “‘ Coffee Drinking {in Hol- 
land.” From her Summer outing at Laren 
Miss Clara McChesney has brought back 
a Dutch interior, ‘' Baby's Tollet,” in which 
the child is very much alive, and another, 
“Give Me a Drink.” Scenes of actuality 
are also given by Miss Margaret Eaton, in 
which the lean. long chemist is shown in 
the professional and _ the private laboratory. 
Mr. Charles L. Bull must not be forgot- 
ten. He has low-toned decorative dvawings 
of animals in flat tones. ‘‘ The Kill,” * The 
Stalker,’’ and the “ Drumming Log,” }1n- 
thers and grouse, respectively, somewhat 
lacking in saliency and relying almost alto- 
gether on the line. ‘ King of the HHils.”’ 
by P. Schmauss, is a panther lying at 
rest, a picture less remarkable for the 
beast than for the background of mountain 
and gorge. which is_very handsomely, 
wrought. Mr. Albert Herter has a largé* 

astel, half-length profile portrait of a 

eautiful woman, which he calls ‘ Ane- 
mones,"”” from the aceompanying flowoers. 
It has strong decorative qualities, which 
carry well across the gallery. Mr. George 
R. Barse, Jr.. has two decorative niwvies. 
“ Morning Breeze ’’ and “ La Cigale,” which 
serve at least to vary the entertainment. 

The twelfth annual exhibition of the New 
York Water Color Club is enen from 10 
in the morning to 5 in the afternoon, at 215 
West Fifty-seventh Street. beginning Sat- 
urday, the 9th. Qn Sundays the galiertes 
do not open unfil 1 in the afternoon. Presi- 
dent is Mr WHernrvy RB Ryall who done 
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not exhibit this year; Secretary is Mr. Will- 
iam J. Whittemore. There are 254 water 
colors, pastels, colored drawings, and min- 
latures, most of. them for sale at 
moderate prices.

An ancient tumulus near BHngelholm, on 
the west coast of Sweden, has been thor- 
oughly examined by Prof. Montelius of 
Stockholm. At the centre of the lowest 
plane was a tomb built of rough blocks of 
stone, which contained a rude flint dag- 
ger. Some time in the Bronze Age the cov- 
ering stone had been removed, podies laid 
beneath it, and replaced. A mass of stones 
was then heaped above, in. which two 
tombs of the early Bronze Age were ar- 
ranged, one yielding a bronze dagger, the 
other a bronze sword, which fell to pieces 
when it was taken out, Over all great 
masses of earth had been placed. In this 
earth other graves belonging to the later 
Bronze Age, about 1200 before Christ, had 
been dug. The lowest tomb is supposed to 
represent a period at least 2,000 years be- 
fore Christ.

Many. old Dutch pictures still in their 
original frames show that a black frame 
was popular in Holland, and the same 
proof is furnished by the pictures on the 
walls seen in. paintings of Dutch interiors. 
It is denied, however, that a black frame 
is advantageous to most pictures; artists 
adhere as a rule to gold, not so much bhe- 


cause the public likes the gold frame as 
because gold is supposed to Hght up oil 
paintings as nothing else will, while it cer- 
tainly marks the picture-off from the sur- 
roundings very effectually. There is in 
London, however, a Black Frame Sketch 
Club, which makes it a point of honor to 
exhibit all the work of its members in 
frames of the duskiest hue. The probable 
reason for black frames in the old Dutch 
ictures-was economy, for the gold frame 

s costly, even when made of composition 
and gilded with a base alloy that turns 
dark after a few years. The fine old carved 
frame, covered with genuine gilding, is so 
dear that artists shudder at the expense. 
Perhaps this is the reason for the existence 
of.a Black Frame Sketch Club. Of course 
the frame should be a matter of choice as 
to color, width, and depth, varying with 
the picture; it is a mistake to force all tne 
canvases of an exhibition to the dead level 
of a similar frame.

As she 
demurred to the price, Mr. Beresford sent 
the portrait to the Grafton Galleries, stat- 
ing that he wished to sell it. There Lady 


Yarborough saw it, and corresponding with 
Mr. Beresford, secured it from him fer 
$28,500. The owners of the Grafton Gul- 
leries sent Mr. Beresford their bill for a 
commission of 10 per cent., which he re- 
fused to pay; on the plea that he knew 
nothing of their rule to charge such a 
commission. At the trial it appeared that 
they had not informed him that a coni- 
mission would be charged. Although their 
catalogue states it, he had not seen the 
catalogue. The Justice ruled that Mr, 
Beresford need not pay. The ruling miy 
have been in accordance with the law, corre- 
spondence having been had directly between 
buyer and seller previous to the exhibition 
of the picture, but it seems hardly credible 
that any one would suppose that no com- 
mission would be charged by art dealers 
if a sale took place.

Frescoes representing the Last Judgment 
have been found behind the stalls of the 
choir on a wall facing the apse of Sta. 
Cecilia in Trastevere, Rome. They prove 
to be the work of Pietro Cavallini of the 
thirteenth century. The only older series 


of Last Judgments which have survived in 
Italy are those near Capua in Sant An- 
gelo, in Formis, from the eleventh century, 
and those near Venice, on the Island of 
Torcello. Cavallini was a contemporary 
of Plotto and Cimabue, and according to 
Rudolfo Lanciani, the discovery is one of 
great importance to the history of early 
Italian. painting. aN

It has often been remarked how few are 
the bodies of victims of ‘Vesuvius found !n 
the excavations at Pompeli. Those discov- 
ered are supposed to be'of people who ran 
back in hopes of plunder and were over 
come by the fumes and ashes. A building 
was unearthed in 1899 on the Via Stabixnna, 


near the mouth of the River Sarno, which 
holds the remains of seventy or eighty 
fugitives, among them the body of a inan 
with a gold chain around his neck, gold 
amulets, signet ring, and dagger. .About 
him were tripeds and lamps and statuettes 
of household gods in bronze and terra cott:. 
Signor Mariano Canizzaco has just puh- 
lished a pamphlet in London, arguing thut 
this person was no other than.

very | First Concert of the Season at Carnegie 


Hall. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra gave the 
first of its series of concerts at Carnegie 
Hall last night. Whether it was because 
this was the opening entertainment of the 
musical Winter, or because the magic name 
of Wagner headed the programme, the 
audience was one of the largest ever seen 
at these concerts, The programme was one 
to attract this public, which has now come 
to value the performances of Mr. Gericke 
and his men at their true worth. It con- 
sisted of the overture, bacchanale, and 
first scene of ‘‘ Tannhtiuser ’’~the Parisian 
version—Walther’s prize song from ‘“ Die 
Melistersinger,’’ the duet from the first 
scene of ‘‘ Gétterdimmerung,” the scene 
of Stegfried’s death and the ensuing cor- 
tege from the same drama, and the con- 
clusion of the tetralogy, the apostrophe 
of Briinnhilde, The singers were Milka 
Ternina, soprano, and Ellison van Hoose, 
tenor, 

The sélection was an unusual one for 
concert uses, and the temptation to discuss 
its value is strong. But perhaps it is easi- 
est to fall back upon the time-worn ob- 
servation that few of the scenes in the 
Wagnerian dramas bear separation from 
their theatrical surroundings. This is cer- 
tainly true of the excerpt from ‘“ Tann- 
hiueer”’ heard last night. The prelude 
and bacchanalian music of the Parisian 
version may, perhaps. be utilized for con- 
cert purposes, though the hearer, in order 
to understand what all this maze of tone 
signifies, must be necessarily acquainted 
with the drama. And this is the argument 
against all. coneert selections from the 
‘agner wofks. For example, the flower 
girls’ scehe from “ Parsifal’’ will bear 
separate performance admirably because of 
its intrinsic loveliness, but none the less its 
eeper beauties are lost to the hearer, who 
cannot call the aid of memory to a reali- 
zation of them. 

So in the ‘‘ Tannhiuser”’ bacchanale one 
must needs recoNect the wild terpsichorean, 
pantomimic action of the scene in order to 
enjoy fully the music. But these arguments 
have been repeated so often that they may 
as well be noted ence and then laid aside 


for the present. The character of last 
night's audience was such that the. music 


probably had its full significance. It was 
an audience of representative New York 
music lovers, and all such know their 
Wagner very well indeed, 

Mr. Gericke’s aims last night were 
smoothness, dignity, and breadth. The 
fierce, pulse of passion is

to rougten the polished surface of the plav- 
ing of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 
Though the heavens fail to fill with the 
glory of comets or the rushing of thunder- 
storms, the perfection of balanced ne, the 
absolute precision of equilibrium in voicing, 
the delicate Sy epetry. of e\ry phrase 
must be preserved. he orchestra must 
never shout; it must always sing. 


The prelude to ‘“Tannhiuser” was 
breathed forth in long phrases of majestic 
breadth and marvelous tenderness. The 


hacchanale was delivered with a dazzling 
clearness which made its kaleidoscopic col- 
ors as transparent as sunlight. It was a 
stupendous technical achievement, and its 
results were such as to go far toward 
justifying it even for those who would 
rather have bacchantes with a little more 
madness in their blood and a Venus-.less 
portentous than she becomes at a re- 
strained tempo. But in the ‘ Gdtterdim- 
* music, Mr. Gericke’s conception 
seemed to have more convincing embodi- 
ment. Here indeed the orchestral postlude 
to the duet—-tre first few measures of Sieg- 
fried’s Rhine »urney—burst out in a glory 
of color and a splendor of virility that 
showed what ihis conductor could do when 
he thought fit to do it:;) The funeral march 
was played with imposing breadth and 
power, except for an instant in the climax 
of the Siegfried theme, when one would 
have Hked to hear a little tempo rubatu 
and some special accentuation. 

The finale. of the trilogy was superbly 
done, though here the chief glory was 
Mme. Ternina’s. She sang with a plent- 
tude of opulent tone and a loftiness of style 
that moved her hearers to the highest en- 
thusiasm.

Receiver to Be Appointed for the Con- 
cern at Niagara Falls. 

William Klein, counsel for Lee Shubert 
of the Herald Square’ Theatre, applied to 
Justice Lawrence in the Supreme Court 
yesterday for the appointment ofa receiv- 
er for the International Theatre, Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., pending the trial of a suit for 
an accounting brought by Shubert against 
Harris Lumberg, the proprietor of the the- 
atre. 

Shubert alleges that he and the. defend- 
ant entered into a contract on June 2, 1900, 
by which he was to do the booking for 
Lumberg; that according to the agreement 
he booked a number of attractions for the 
International Theatre, but that the de- 


fendant violated the contract by booking 
other attractions on his own account. The 
plaintiff further alleged that Lumberg’ 
failed to give him any statement as to the 
amount of the box receipts and had not ac- 
counted for the profits made under the 
contract. 

A week ago Justice Bischoff granted an 
order directing the defendant to show 
cause why the application for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver shou'd not be 
granted, and as Lumberg failed to appear 
in court to oppose the application, Justice 
Lawrence grantéd the motion and in- 
structed Mr. Klein to submit an order for 
the appointment of a receiver, which the 


Court would sign.

The Geclaration made by Mr. Low as 
to his appointments to office is precisely 
what was to have been expected of him. 
It is not only in strict accordance with 
the principles and the practice he has 
observed in the public service hereto- 
fore, but it is in accordance with the ac- 
cepted ideas of municipal administration 
among the great body of intelligent and 
honest men of the day.’ The theory that 
a useful party organization for the re- 
form and operation of city government 
can be built up on the distribution of 
places as the reward of political support 
is out of date. Whatever field there 
may be for the application of that no- 
tion in the State or Nation, there is none 
in the business of the city. Four years 
ago Mr. Low was the candidate of the 
Citizens’ Union, which steod, as to this 
matter, exactly where it stood in the 
last campaign, and where its candidate 
and itself now stand. The declaration of 
the union in 1897 was as follows: 


We demand that the affairs of the City. of 
New York be administered indepenacntly 
of National and State politics, and that 
local officers be chosen solely with refer- 
ence to their qualifications. We wili t:omt- 
nate no candidate unless his character and 
record are such as to justify public confi- 
dence in his assurance that, if elected, he 
will not use his office, nor permit ft to be 
used, for the benefit of any political organ- 
ization, but will administer it in all réspects 
in accordance with the principles of this 
declaration. 


It has not been forgotten that all the 
errors of the Strong administration, and 
especially those that counted most heay- 
ily against the reform movement at the 
close of that administration, arose from 
the effort of Mayor STRONG to “ recog- 
nize”’ the organizations that 
had supported him, and his. purely polit- 
ical appointments, made for this purpose, 
were disastrous. Mr. 
time been in the slightest danger of fall- 
ing into this mistake. Undoubtedly there 
will be a good deal of pressure brought 
to bear on him, but he has had more ex- 
perience than Mr. STRONG had had; he is 
a better judge of men; he knows exactly 


what he wants to do for the city, and he 


knows practically how to do it. Of course 


he will have some difficulty in finding 
just the men he wants who are willing 
to do the work. It requires a grade of 


ability that commands much higher com- 


pensation in private business than the 


city gives. The men possessing this abil- 
ity are, as a rule, already involved in 
occupations that engross their time and 


energies, and public service is necessari- 


ly to men of this stamp a sacrifice. In- 


deed; it is a pretty safe generalization 
that the real worth of a man in an office 
of responsibility is in inverse proportion 


to the ardor of his desire to secure it. 


But the cause in which Mr. Low will in- 
vite men to take part is a very honora- 
ble one, and substantial service to that 
cause is something that men of brains 
and character may well be réddy to ren- 
der even at a sacrifice. 

There is another fact that will be of 
aid to Mr. Low. The subordinate places 
in the city servicé are taken out of the 
field of spoils by the law and the Con- 
stitution. So far as the law is fairly 
and honestly applied, there is no room 
for political favoritism in these places. 
It is true that, under Tammany, the law 
has been to some extent evaded, but the 
evasions have been the exception rather 
than the rule, and. the actual administra- 
tion of the sy&8tem of competitive ex- 
aminations has been faithful and intelli- 
gent. With the. determination that is 
sure to exist under Mr. Low to apply the 
law fairly and fully, and to deal with 
applicants and place holders strictly on 
theit merits; two years Will put the sub- 
ordinate service in admirable condition. 
There will be room for material saving 
in cutting down useless force and in 
bringing those in the service up to a 
high standard of efficiency. It is a very 
great advantage for an honest Mayor. 
Indeed; the firm application of the es- 
sential Constitutional requirement of ap- 
pointment for merit and fitness will 
leave but a modest area for the introduc- 
tion of “ patronage.”’ Such application 
Mr. Low can be relied on to make, and 
he will deserve, and require, the hearty 
support of all self-respecting and sensi- 
ble citizens. '

THE PENSION REPORT. 

The annual report of Pension Com- 
missioner Evans, while not likely to be 
agreeable reading to the professional 
_“ old soldier,” should, and probably will, 
tend to the creation of a more wholesome 
public sentiment on thé subject of pen- 
sions. The people of this country dis- 
tinetly favor a generous policy in deal- 
ing with these who have served the Gov- 
ernment. to their own undoing or serious 
impairment, but there is a growing pro- 
test, which cannot fail to be ultimately 
effective, against the systetnatic opera- 
tions of the pension cldim agents, whose 
schemes for robbing the Treasury for 
their own benefit, and, incidentally, the 
advatitage of unworthy and often fraud- 





ulent applicants, 
hensive conspiracy 


constitute a compre- 
against which the 
Commissioner of Pensions must be con- 
stantly on his guard, and in defeating 
which he is sure to make many enemies. 
The reputable veterans of the civil war 
are too often found in unsuspecting al- 
liance with influences which, as honest 
men and patriots, they should repudiate 
and resist. They are, in many instances, 
so blinded by prejudice that they have 
bitterly denounced the Commissioner for 
doing his obvicus duty in resisting fraud- 
ulent claims. All this is much to be re- 
gretted. It should be to the interest of 
every one who can claim the honor of 
veteranship to keep the pension roll a 
roll of honor, and to assist the Commis- 
sioner in every way to guard it against 
the abuses which tend to bring the 
worthy pensioner under suspicion. 

Mr. Evans’s record as Commissioner 
has been subjected to the closest scru- 
tiny, and from the only point of view 
which the President can occupy as a 
public officer, it.is found clean. The old 
soldiers should be able to take the same 
view of faithful and disinterested pub- 
lic service, which aims to protect the 
pension roll against discredit. Nothing 
would so quickly produce a revulsion of 
popular feeling. on the subject of the 
duty of the Government in this matter 
as a complacent Commissioner who per- 
mitted himself to become, 
unwillingly, the tool of the claim agents 
and the victim of deserters, malingerers, 
and perjurers.

Li was 
a very crafty and successful Chinese 
politician. He had arrived, at the Chi- 
nese Court, and long ago, at the pre- 
carious eminehce of being held responsi- 
ble for the foreign affairs of the Chinese 
Empire. One of the consequences was 
that, whenever any foreign affair went 
wrong, the Court turned upon the un- 
happy mah, deprived him of the “ yellow 
jacket’ and left him naked to his ene- 
mies.

He did indeed behave with the dignity 
and resolution that belong to the part 
when he was seriously wounded by a 
Japanese Jingo, what time he went to 
Japan to acknowledge the humiliation of 
his country. But he never made upon 
his own countrymen the impression of 
@ gentleman. And upon foreigners he 
made the impression of outdoing the re- 
porters of New York and of Chicago in 
their specialties of garrulity and imper- 
tinent inquisitiveness. 

It is more to the purpose that it is 
quite impossible to represent Li-HuNG- 
CHANG aS an enlightened patriot. It 
takes a very enlightened Chinaman, 
most of all a very enlightened official 
Chinaman, to look beyond the confines 
of the Chinese Empire. China is to an 
old-fashioned . Chinaman—that is, to 
99,999 out of every 100,000 Chinamen, 
the human race. And the human race, 
says Fitz James STEPHEN, “isso big 
and so various that it is impossible for 
anybody really to love it.’’ That must 
be the bewildered feeling of any but the 
most exceptional Chinaman about China. 
At any rate, it was the feeling of Li- 
HuNG-CHANG. But there are limits to 
an Occidental’s capability of appreciat- 
ing an Oriental. And when an aged Chi- 
nese statesman devotes his declining 
years to help a foreign Power plunder 
and partition his country, as Li-Hune- 
CHANG has done respecting Russia in 
Manchuria, we cannot call him a states- 
man at all. We have to ‘elegate him to 
the same category to which ‘“ Dick” 
CROKER belongs. 








PARTISANSHIP IN REFORM. 

Already, and before the publication of 
the full details of the vote, we have some 
curious and trustworthy indications of 
the amounts which the National parties, 
respectively, contributed to the cause of 
municipal reform. No Republican would 
be willing to admit that “ the vote under 
the Eagle ’’ is the measure of the strength 
of his party. No decent Democrat would 
be willing to admit that the vote cast 
under the emblem of “ the rooster” is a 
full measure of the strength ef Democ- 
racy plus decency. But yet there are 
some indications. 

There was. a considerable number of 
“regular” Democrats, so-called, who 








en 


simply could not stand VaN Wyck. 
There has been, in addition, that curious 
body of voters who might be described 4s 
“Tammany Republicans,” who voted for 
SHEPARD in order, in some Way known 
to themselves, perhaps, to vindicate their 
own standing as “machine men.” These 
two classes seem to comprise and ex- 
haust the voters for the Tammany ticket 
who could not stand VAN Wyck. The 
Democrats among them were exhorted 
to vote for GreENBAUM. The Republic- 
ans among them were exhorted to vote 
for BLANCHARD. CLARKE, on the Fusion 
side, and KNox, on the Tammany side, 
were the two candidates for whom no- 
body was particularly exhorted to vote, 
and who may therefore be taken as rep- 
resentatives of the normal strength of 
the contending parties. 

Very well! The Tammany voters who 
could not stand VAN Wyck went, ac- 
cording to their political affiliations, for 
GREENBAUM if they were Democrats, for 
BLANCHARD if they were Republicans. 
That seems a safe assumption. It is true 
that BLANCHARD was a candidate of the 
Prohibitionists, that so also was CLARKE, 
and BLANCHARD’S excess over CLARKE 
may thus be held to denote the voting 
strength of the Tammany Republicans, 
That excess was 5,524. So many Tam- 
many Republicans it would thus appear 
that there were. 

But among the men who voted for 
SHEPARD on “ Democratic” grounds, and 
yet who could not stand, or “‘ stand for,” 
VaN Wyck as a Judge, it seems that 
there were many more. We may take 
KNox as the normal Tammany candi- 
date, just as we took CLARKE as the 
normal Fusion candidate. Comparing 
his vote with that of GREENBAUM, we get 
the measure of not merely the Demo- 
cratic, but even of the Tammany dis- 
gust with Van Wyck. Knox received 
149,884 votes. GREENBAUM received 168,- 
296. Thus it appears that there were 
18,912 Tammany Democrats who could 
not stand VAN WYCcK. 

In fact, VAN Wyck ran behind KNox 
only 21,794. The difference of 3,642 may 
therefore indicate the strength of per- 
sonal sympathies and antipathies enlist- 
ed for or against the different candi- 
dates. The analysis is in any case inter- 
esting and significant, and has comfort 
in it for everybody concerned, excepting 
only RoBERT A. VAN WYCK. 





CAR SHORTAGE AND STEEL PRO- 
DUCTION. 

The economic ‘and industrial disturb- 
ances caused by the present shortage of 
cars are sufficiently serious to merit no- 
tice. The great internal freight move- 
ment has its periods of annual conges- 
tion which correspond to those of the 
“rush hours” of city and suburban 
travel. The industries consuming large 
quantities of bulky and relatively cheap 


raw material, such as lumber, clay, ore, 


coal, coké, and the like, are always de- 
of accumulating their Winter 
stocks before snow flies. There are sev- 
eral reasons for this, the best of which 


are that transportation and handling in 


Winter are more costly than at other 


seasons of the year. Concurrently with 
this demand for cars comes the Autumn 
and early Winter crop movement from 


the interior to the seaboard, which taxes 
the carrying capacity of the railroads by 


temporarily monopolizing freight cars. 
The general distribution of merchandise 
for the holiday and Winter trade also 


takes place about this time, and when 


these three exigent services coincide with 


a general commercial and industrial ac- 
tivity which calls for a,maximum move- 
ment of all Kinds of freight, a car fam- 


ine is inevitable. For a few weeks in 


‘each year the demand for cars so far 
exceeds the normal average for the 
twelve months that to maintain a suffi- 
cient reserve of idle cars to meet it fully 
would congest every siding and freight 
yard in the United States. The only 
remedy for this annual shortage of cars 
at about this time in the year would 
seem to be in the earlier movement of 
bulky freights so as to clear the way for 
the grain movement, which cannot be 
postponed or congested. 

The most serious of the immediate ef- 
fects of the car famine are those felt in 
the iron and steel trades. Throughout 
the West and South furnaces are being 
banked because unable to get the sup- 
plies of coal, coke, and ore needed for 
continued running. Many blast furnaces 
in the Pittsburg, Mahoning, and She- 
nango districts have been forced to sus- 
pend operations, and the trouble is ex- 
tending into the South, where the re- 
quirement of cars to move cotton is put- 
ting the manufacturers in other lines at 
a serious disadvantage. The difficulty 
is one for which no remedy can be sug- 
gested at the moment, and no sugges- 
tions are offered for averting it in fu- 
ture years. The railroads cannot keep 
on hand a supply of engines and cars 
sufficient to meet the requirements of 
such a condition of business activity as 
exists at the moment. 

The work of the steel plants is now 
surpassing all previous records, but they 
are falling behind their orders and must 
continue to do so as long as the car 
famine exists. They will feel somewhat 
seriously the curtailment of pig-iron pro- 
duction, brought about by the causes 
noted, and a considerable importation of 
billets will probably be necessary to en- 
able the mills manufacturing finished 
products in steel to meet the insistent de- 
mands of their customers. Nothing 
could more clearly show the abounding 
prosperity of the iron and steel indus- 
tries of the country than the decline of 
exports and the increase of imports. 

With all producing facilities run to 
the breaking point, we see increasing or- 
ders going abroad for tin plates, sheets, 
steel billets, and, if rumor is to be cred- 
ited; for other forms of manufactured 
steel, for which no American market has 
existed for years. These orders are not 
in arly sense the result of Européan com- 


sirous 
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petition; they are simply the outgrowth 
of scarcity existing in this country in 
lines in which it seemed scarcely proba- 
ble a scarcity would ever again exist. 
These same ordets would “ go begging” 
in the American market. We can well 
understand that such conditions are be- 
wildering to Buropean manufacturers, 
and that what is happening in this coun- 
try is to them very much like what 
might take place within the realm of 
magic—very wonderful, but quite incom- 
prehensible. 





AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVES ABROAD. 

Few more wearisome and unprofitable 
discussions have occupied the newsp- 
pers during recent years than that which 
has grown out of the effort of British 
engineers to discredit American loco- 
motives. The points of difference be- 
tween our éngines and those of English 
build are sufficiently important to in- 
terest the student of the refinements of 
mechanics, but that is about all that can 
be said of them. Each type has grown 
up with intelligent reference to the re- 
quirements of the service in which it is 
employed. When railroading was new in 
this country and our permanent way was 
rough and more or less elastic, an Eng- 
lish locomotive engine would have been 
wholly impractical. We needed a class 
of engines which would accommodate 
itself to the inequalities of the track and 
not pound themselves or the roadbed to 
pieces. As the result of an intelligent 
study of these conditions our locomotive 
builders evolved an engine almost elastic, 
necessarily somewhat loose jointed, and 
not quite perfect as a mechanical con- 
struction, but wonderfully efficient in 
hauling heavy loads at good speed over 
very uneven roads and up what had 
been considered impossible grades. This 
is the type of locomotive most strongly 
impressed upon the mind of the British 
engineer. 

As our practice in railroad engineering 
improved our type of locomotive became 
more refined, and approximated more 
closely to that found best suited to Eng- 
lish service, save only in the matter of 
ugliness, in which respect the English 
locomotive stands alone and unapproach- 
able. We had, however, learned that 
there were important advantages in flex- 
ibility and accommodation, and these 
have been retained in our best types of 
locomotive construction. It is not sur- 
prising that for use on the roads of coun- 
tries in which railroad building is a new 
field of local development, the qualities 
which have been found most perfectly to 
adapt our engines to our own uses should 
also adapt them better than English or 
German engines for use under conditions 
very much the same as those existing in 
this country. It is this which explains 
the popularity of the American locomo- 
tive in every country into which it has 
been introduced. 

Another feature which has commended 
our engines to the favor of foreign puf- 
chasers is the astonishing rapidity with 
which ordets can be filled from this 
country. Time is usually an element of 


every locomotive contract, and our 


builders do in weeks what those of Great 
Britain usually need months to accom- 
plish. When done, it is found that for the 
service expected of them the American 


locomotives are more generally satisfuc- 
tory than the English. Whether they 


burn a little more or a little less coal per 
unit of effective horse power is unim- 
portant when the advantages of perfect 


adaptation to the work for which they 


are built is. considered. There is very 


little sentiment in ‘a locomotive order. 
When oné comes to the United States, 


especially from a British colony or a 
market in which British banking influ- 


ence predominates, there is usually a 
reason for it which is so good that no 
amount of complaining and no refine- 
ment of hypercriticism can neutralize it.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—We all like to believe that our British 
cousins some time ago came to the conclu- 
sion that we and our doings were worth 
their careful study, and the London papers 
have certainly shown of late a much more 
accurate knowledge of American affairs 
than they did when the new appreciation of 
our National importance began to develop. 
But, though the Britishers have learned a 
lot, and enough to save them for the most 
part from the grotesque misapprehensions 
into which they used to fall so often, they 
are still prone to go amusingly far astray, 
simply because their education in this par- 
ticular branch of knowledge is not yet by 
any means so complete as they think it Is. 
Take, for instance, the comments of the 
London press on the result of our munici- 
pal election. They are all thoroughly well 
intentioned, and without exception evidence 
the sincere joy of neighbors and kinsmen 
over our successful fight with the powers 
of evil, while about the real nature of Tam- 
many Hall and its members no mistakes 
of consequence are made, but in some utter- 
ly incomprehensible manner our friends 
have acquired the queer notion that Presi- 
dent RoosEvELT took not only an {mpor- 
tant, but a decisive, hand in the struggle. 
The Times says that ‘‘ Mr. RoosevELT has 
perhaps put heart into the forces of de- 
dency,’’ The Mail that “Mr. Low has a 
task that will call for every resource of 
practical ability, and his one hope is that 
Mr. ROOSEVELT is behind him,” and a sum- 
mary of the opinion of the others is that 
“the defeat of Tammany was an achiteve- 
ment of which the President's strong in- 
fluence can be considered the mainspring.” 
It is no reflection upon President Roosg- 
VELT to say that all this is extremely 
funny. The decent people of New York 
had his sympathy and his good wishes, of 
course, but the circumstances were such 
that they had practically nothing else from 
him, and he influenced the result only as 
all the honest men in the country in- 
fluenced it. 


—+Some thoroughly good advice is given 
by Harper’s Weekly to the young men 
who own automobiles and are unwise 
enough to make even the friendliest of 
eyes View with misgivings their reckless 
disregard of their own lives and those of 
the general public. ‘‘It needs but half an 
eye,’ continues the writer of the article, 
‘to Observe that many of the young gen- 
tlemen of the present day who are fortu- 
nate enough to own automobiles care little 
for the rules of the road or for the limita- 
tion’ imposed by ordinance for the regula- 
tion of their speed. Were the violations of 
the ordinaty rules of safety sporadic, the 
sériolis importance of the question would

not be so clear, but as day after day goes 
by the racing spirit in the chauffeurs 
grows and tolerance confirms them in 
their recklessness,’ The suggestion made 
is that it would be for the best interests 
of all coricerned if the automobilists them- 
selves would take the matter up for con- 
sideration and ithposé upon themselves 
certain obligations as to conduct on the 
highways, and thus save from deserved 
reproach a sport that ought to be, and 
could be, iti every respect commendable. 
“THe wheelmeh havé dore Something of 
this sort, aria there is to-day a definite 
codé of éthics in bicycling which has. done 
much to dignify that special branch of 
out-of-door lifé.”” Similar advice is reach- 
ing the automobolists from many quar- 
ters, and if they continue to ignore it much 
longer they will have themselves to thank 
for the annoying restrictions which will 
surely be placed upon thém in sheer self- 
defense by those whom they now treat 
with distinctly vulgar discourtesy, and not 
infrequently subject to real peril. 
—pPhiladelphia, which, adécording to all 
accoutits, was in little if any less need of 
reform than New York, has decided to 
postpone its political housecleaning until 
a more Convenient season. A new lease of 
power has beeh given to men charged with 
all the crimes in the statute book, and with 
most of those in the Decalogue, and the 
city with the mysteriously good reputation 
will continue for an indefinite time 
longer to prove how slight is its 
care for the _ realities of character 
so long as they are not the _ topics 
of general talk and condemnation. New 
York is different. Lamentably well sup- 
plied with wickedness of all sorts, her own 
population always supplies her fiercest and 
loudest critics, and her sinners, deprived 
of the silence and concealment that would 
be so profitable and congenial to them, are 
obliged to work all the while in the ligh 
of a fierce publicity. This does much in 
the way of putting limits on their nefari- 
ous activities, and even when they do suc- 
ceed, as happens now and then, in robbing 
us of fortunes, they cannot get much Sat- 
isfaction out of their loot, for, wherever 
they go, its origin is known to all, arid the 
attainment of respect is impossible. The 
experiment has been tried time and time 
again, in Canada, in England, and else- 
where, but it ‘has always failed, and not a 
few of our voluntary exiles have learned 
by experience to prefer an American prison 
to the uncenquerable contempt of foreign 
neighbors whom they could not deceive, 
simply because New York invariably tells 
her opinion of her own, regardless of con- 
sequences, And those poor Jerseymen, half 
of them semi-Philadelphians and half of 
them semi-New Yorkers, and all of them 
neither one thing nor the other! Their con- 
fusion of mind will now be greater than 
ever. With reform triumphant on the north 
and crushed to—and into—the earth on the 
south, the Atness of the Where may well 
be a puzzle to them. 


— While Gen. MILEs was in Boston this 
week he was, of course, interviewed on 
the canteen question, and what he said 
there will add to the surprise caused by 
his recent pronouncement on the subject, 
for he declared that it was a mistake to 
suppose that he had recently changed his 
mind. ‘‘I am,” he explained, ‘“‘as much 
in favor of the canteen, or exchange, or 
amusement place, as it is variously called, 
as I ever was—as a place of amusement. 
The liquor feature of the canteen is all 
that I would have done away with. The 
sale of liquor was forbidden in thd can- 
teen, and, I think, should not be allowed 
again for the present, at least, perhaps 
never again. This is nothing new, no 
sudden conversion, but is in line with the 
policy of the past twenty-five years. There 
was a time when grog was served out regu- 
larly to officers and men. I suppose had 
some one at that time talked of abolishing 
the custom there would have been the 
same objections raised which we now hear. 


Yet the custom was done away with in 


the course of time, and no one seems to be 
the worse for it. The banishment of liquor 
from the army canteen to-day is analogous, 
and in line with the same policy.’”’ This 
begs most of the issues involved in the 


canteen controversy and confuses all the 


others. It is more than a little disin- 


genuous for Gen. MILEs, even if he is a 
New Englander, to describe the action of 
Congress as ‘“‘the banishment of liquor 
from the canteen.” Light wines and beer 


are not “liquor,” as that word is used in 


most parts of the country, and the refer- 
ence to “ grog’"’ is amusingly irrelevant. 





MR. HEWITT’S EXPLANATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems to me that you are wasting a 
great deal of valuable space in discussing 
the Tammany misrepresentation of my 
views in regard to the best kind of govern- 
ment for cities. I am not opposed to uni- 
versal suffrage as the proper foundation for 
free government. My views wére expressed 
in the address which I delivered upon the 


when I 
had occasion to discuss the dishonest oper- 
ations of the Tweed ring. My conclusion 
was summed up in the following words: 

“What is the remedy for this state of 
affairs? Shall there be no more political 
parties, and shall we shatter the political 
machinery, which, bad as it is, is far bet- 
ter than no machinery at all? Shall we 
embrace nihilism as our creed because we 
have practical communism forced upon us 
as the consequence of jobbery and the Irm- 
position of unjust taxation? 

‘‘No. Let us rather learn the lesson of 
the bridge. Instead of attempting to re- 
strict suffrage, let us try to educate the 
voters. Instead of disbanding parties, Jet 
each citizen within the party abways vote, 
but never for a man who is unfit to hoid 
office. Thus parties, as well as voters, will 
be organized on the basis of intelligence.” 

In my communication entitled ‘‘ A Ketro- 
spect and a Warning,’’ published in the 
city journals on the 8ist of October, I 
stated in reference to the coming election 
that ‘‘the verdict will determine whether 
manhood suffrage can be trusted to secure 
good government.”’ That verdict has been 
given, and vindicates, as I: expected it 
would do, the principle of manhood suf- 
frage. 

Tnis statement was distorted by Mr, 
Shepard into a condemnation of universal 
sutirage. As a matter of course, I prompt- 
ly contradicted such a perversion of my 
opinions often expressed on other occasions. 
I added, however, some remarks as to the 
problem of the proper government of cities, 
Tammany Hall was prompt to seize upon 
the expression of an opinion in which all 
sound thinkers seem to concur, that mu- 
nicipal government should be regarded as 
a matter of business and not of politics. IL 
did not think it necessary to make any fur- 
ther explanation on the subject, but in or- 
der that any doubt may be cleared up, let 
me say that the line between elective and 
non-elective officers must be drawn some- 
where. Gradually we have reduced the 
number of elective officers, did it is an 
open question whether the reduction has 
gone far enough. 

My own view, the result of some éxper!- 
ence, is that all legislative officers shouida 
be elected by universal suffrage; that ad- 
ministrative officers should be appointed 
by the executive officers thus chosen. In 
other words, where any officer, such as 
the Mayor or Governor, has legislative du- 
ties to perform, as well as executive fune- 
tions, he should be elected by universa! 
suffrage. Other officers, who have puréiv 

ministrative functions to perform should 

e appointed by the Mayor or the Govy- 
ernor, as the case may be. Under the new 
charter of the City of New York very great 
progress has been made toward the intro- 
duction of this principle, and now that we 
have elected an honest and competent 
Mayor, [ think the efit of a business 
organization of the City Government will 
soon be demonstrated. ; 

In the.meantime I do not see how a more 
forcible indictment could be brought against 
popular suffrage than the statement which 
you make in regard to the commission ap- 
pointed by Gov. Tilden, when you say 
that eleven of the most eminent and com- 











petent men in the City of New York “ were 
shut off from any hope of elective office.’ 
You evén add that Gov. Tilden was in- 
volved in. this exclusion. The Chairman of 
the commission was the late William M. 

varts, who subsequently became Secre- 
tary of State and United States Senztor. 
Neither of these officers, however, was 
elective by popular suffrage. Gov. Tilden 
would certainly have been, President of the 
United States if the popular vote had de- 
cided the election. 

I think the recent election has demcen- 
strated that the popular intelligence can 
be trusted at all times to give a sound ver- 
dict. whenever the questions in issue are 
fairly discussed. I do not believe that any 
eminent man would be excluded from office 
because his views on an abstract ques ion 
of politics migpt not be acceptable to a 
majority of the voters. It séems to me 
that the encouraging election of Mr. Jerome 
goes to prove that character counts for 
more in the popular mind than “ peculiar ’”’ 
views on any subject. 

I think you will agree with me that the 
problem of municipal government for large 
aggregations of men is not yet solved. The 
best municipal governments of which we 
have any knowledge are certainly not.based 
upon universal suffrage. That, however, 
is no reason why we should abandon a 
principle which Hes at the foundation of 
American institutions, and I have never 
proposed any such rémedy.

our party machines, Politics here is not a 
well-to-do

classes as in England—it is a game for 
those who have no other means of support; 
or, who, having means of support, 
immunity from the effects of laws enacted 
for the public welfare but interfering with 


their private ends. 

To reform a party in this country, there- 
fore, it is not only necessary to have a 
reformation in head but also in members. 
The natural method to accomplish such is 
to reform old, members and add good ones 
until a majority is obtained which will de- 
pose the bad leader. A possible, but un- 
natural. method, is to have a good leader 
forced upon the par by some crisis in its 
affairs, who will by his superior strength 
of will and character reform the members 
of his party machine. 

Mr, Shepard chose a method which was 
novel to most publicists. The party was 
at the start to experience no change in 
either head or members. Mr. Shepard was 
going to attempt to reform the party from 
the outside just as other Democrats have 
tried to do. Whether he would have met 
with success or not we now have no op- 
portunity of telling. The presumption is 
against his success because his method was 
so far from natural. 

Tammany, like any other organization, 
ean be reformed, but the reform must 
come from within by one of the methods 
indicated above. Mr. Shepard has pro- 
fessed and does profess. to believe that 
Tammany desires to reform itself. of 
course he bases this belief dn the fact that 
the organization nominated him, a good 
man, for Mayor. But if Tammany had 
really desired regeneration it would not 
have stopped there, but would have gone 
further and taken the far more important 
step—chosen Mr. Shepard leader of the 
Tammany organization. There are many 
Democrats who would join it with such a 
leader. It is not too late to make him lead- 
er now. Tammany would give no better 
proof of its desire to be reformed than to 
oxlace Mr. Shepard in such a_ position. 

here is now a most favorable opportunity 
to take such a step; for, if reports are true, 
Mr. Croker is to retire and an important 
obstacle to a good leadership is removed.

Report That M. Lessar Tried to Have 
the Manchuria Treaty Sealed Before 
Li-Hung-Chang Died. 





PEKING, Nov. 7.—The end of Li-Hung- 


Chang was peaceful. His vitality slowly 
ebbed. For a time he lost consciousness; 
but he showed great tenacity, rallied at 
midnight, became semi-conscious, partook | 


of nourishment, and appeared to recognize 

his relatives. 

The foreign doctors left Earl Li yesterday 
morning, saying that nothing more could 
be done. His personal physician, Dr. Watt, 
then took charge. The controversy be- 
tween the foreign and Chinese doctors had 
no effect upon the patient, because he was 
already beyond hope of recovery. 

The flames of the procession of paper ef- 
figies, chairs, horses, and bearers burned 
in the courtyard of the Yamen to carry 
Earl Li’s spirit to heaven told the crowd 
of officials who were gathered in the nar- 
row street outside the Yamen that the end 
had come. Soon afterward a _ procession 
appeared bearing a costly coffin of teak- 
wood, beautifully lacquered. This coffin 
Li-Hung-Chang took on his trip around the 
world, and he brought it from Canton when 
he came to Peking to settle the Boxer 
troubles. Since that time it has been Kept 
in a temple here. 

The body will be placed in the coffin to- 
morrow morning with the customary 
rites. On Sunday there will be ceremonies 
corresponding to a lying in state, and all 
the Chinese officials will pay their respects. 
A separate day will. be designated for the 
Ministers of the powers. 

The burial will be at Earl Li's birth+ 
piace, a little village in the Province of 
An-Hui. The time has not yet been de- 
cided upon. 

A memorial was telegraphed to the Court 
@nnouncing Earl Li's death, and a circular 
letter was sent to the Ministers of the 
powers. It is expected that when the 
Court received the news an edict was is- 
sued bestowing posthumous honors upon 
the deceased, and probably advancing him 
to the rank of a Marquis, which title will 
descend to his eldest son. 

The Ministers of the powers are person- 
ally sending messages of sympathy. The 
first letter received at the Chinese Foreign 
Office came this morning from Mr. Conger, 
the United States Minister, saying that Sec- 
retary Hay had instructed him to tender 
the regrets of President Roosevelt and the 
United States Government at the imminent 
death of the great viceroy. 

Tne Chinese officials were unable to ob- 
tain communication with Prince Ching to- 
day. The Governor of Peking, the Provin- 
ciul Treasurer, and the Generals command- 
ing the Chinese troops have sent a joint 
teiegram to various points recommending 
Prince Ching to proceed and join the Court, 
in order to present to the Court the facts 
of the situation in Peking before return- 
ing té the capital 

There are no signs of mourning in the 
city, although the populace is considerably 
excited. 

_The Ministers of the powers consider 
Yuan-Shi-Kai the strongest man in China 
after Li-Hung-Chang, and they think his 
presence here would have a good influence 
on the Court; but they fear the results of 
removing him from the Province of Shan- 
Tung, the most turbulent proyince in the 
empire and the seat of the Boxer move- 
ment. 

,Yuan-Shi-Kai has controlled the prov- 
em with an iron hand. The situation 
ere is particularly delicate, on account 
the friction with the Germans, and the 

Stibetitution of a man with less tact would 

apubtless mean uprisings and a conflict 

between the Chinese and Germans. 

The death of Li-Hung-Chang is doubly 
regretted because he was the only influ- 
ential Chinese who could deal with for- 
eign Goverhments with an appreciation 
of the foreign point of view.

Earl Li’s Death May Expose Minister 
Wu to Attack—The Pe-chi-Li 
Viceroyalty. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A cablegram 
received at the State Department to-day 
from Minister Conger confirms the press 
report of the death of Li-Hung-Chang. 
Mr. Conger’s message simply states that 
Ear! Li died at 11:15 o’clock this morning. 
Ministet:Wn Ting-Fang has not yet been 
informed hy his Government of the death 
‘of Bart Ti, and, while of course crediting 
the information conveyed by Minister Con- 
ger, he hat cabled to Peking for confirma- 


tion of the news before taking any official 
action. 


“China has suffered a great loss by the 
death of Li-Hung-Chang,” said Minister 


Wu to-day, “and the position he he i 
Chinese affairs will be a most difficult one 
\for China td fill. He was a great man. 
He was also.a good man, and practically 
devoted his life to the betterment of the 
empire ane to doing good.” 

Secretary Hay sent for Mr. Rockhill this 
afternoon and had a long talk with him 
over the Chinese situation as affected by 
‘the death of Li-Hung-Chang. Mr. Rock- 
hill, having just returned from Peking, 
is better posted on the situation, perhaps, 
than any persdn connected with the State 
Department now in Washington. The of- 
ficials do not apprehend any considerabie 
disturbance in Chinese administration. A 
new Viceroy, however, must be chosén. 
Neither of the two great southern Vicerovs 
could be induced to relinquish thelr posts 
even to accept the Viceroyalty of Pe-chi-Li 
and it is possible that some person of re. 
lactionary tendencies may be appointed to 
fill Earl Li’s place. That would be a more 
serious matter than almost any other ap- 

ointment, in vidéw of the fact that the 
Viceroy of Pe-chi-Li will come into fre- 
quent and close qontact with the legations 
and the commanders of the troops Jeft by 
the powers to guard the road from Peking 
to the sea.

GERMAN VIEW OF EARL LI. 


‘His Personality Had Long Ceased to 
é Excite Any Interest. 


LONDON TimEs—New York Times

f LONDON, Nov. 8.—The \Personality of 
\Li-Hung-Chang, says the Berlin corre- 
‘ppondént of The Times, had long ceased 
to excite any interest in Germany. The 
public and the official world had discov- 
ered that they had been his dupes at the 
time of his visit in 1896. 

Because of his title of Viceroy Karl Li 
was treated with almost royal honors in 
Germany, which probably astonished the 
‘wily old Mandarin himself, His hosts 
hoped that on his return to China he 
Would secure large orders fer ambitious 
German manufacturers.

Another ‘‘ Message from Mars”"’ was de- 
livered to the New York theatre-going pub- 
lic last night. Exactly what this message 


was it is hard to tell, but of its effect there 
can be little doubt. It made a few people 
in the audience laugh from time to time. It 
caused mild amusement with a larger num- 
ber at more frequent intervals, while to 
many others it had no more meaning than 
would the ‘‘ message to Garcia.’’ That 
there was no spontaneous outburst of un- 
derstanding and appreciation was not due 
to the interpretation which this message re- 
ceived. Only there was not much to in- 
terpret. 

It is probably a difficult thing to write 
a burlesque on a one-man piece such as is 
Mr. Hawtrey'’s play at the Garrick Thea- 
tre. Therefore it is not necessarily true 
that the unsuccessful attempt to turn the 
idiosyneracies of Mr. Hawtrey and his pla 
into rollicking fun may not be remedied. 
Simply because the concocter of the present 
kit did not waste his wit in thinking out 
new jokes and bright lines is no reason to 
assume that Messrs. Weber & Fields and 
Williams and the others all may not supply 
these appurtenances out of their own fund 
of humor. 

Then, too, there is the action to be con- 
sidered. This is by no means fast, al- 
though one of the scenes is laid in and 
about a famous restaurant on upper Broad- 
way. In fact, the principal movement in 
the burlesque is furnished by the property 
man, who with the aid of a string makes 
crockery fall from the shelves and removes 
the hat of Mr. Hawtrey-Williams from his 
head to a shelf of the ean prelpeece. It was 
humorous little touches of this kind which 
produced most of the laughs last night. 

The burlesque makes up the second part 
of the evening’s entertainment at the popu- 
lar play house. It is divided into two parts. 
The first scene is laid in the house of Hor- 
rid Sparker, a liberal young man. who 
spends his time on the streets giving away 
money. The. messenger from Mars appears 
to cure him of this self-destructive habit 
and succeeds by taking him out into the 
streets and reducing him with the aid ot 
electricity and a few cleptomaniacs to a 
point where only a pair of pink pajamas 
and a small drink of brandy prevent his 
freezing to death in the snowy streets. 
When the liberal young man finally drinks 
all the brandy, rather than save with it the 
life of a dying tramp, the messenger te- 
turns to Mars, his missfon fulfilled. 7 

The interest in this rather uninteresting 
reverse of the Hawtrey play is carried 
along principally by the efforts of Fritz 
Williams and Lou Fields. The former gives 
an excellent imitation of Mr. Hawtry’s 
speech, action, and mannerisms with_ just 
enough exaggeration to make it an admir- 
able and amusing burlesque. Mr. Fields is 
equally fortunate as the tramp. De Wolf 
Hopper as the A, D; T. messenger from 
Mars, and Joseph Weber as Mr. Dizzy, who 
never loosens up, have few opportunities. 

John T. Kelly is only coarse and not 
funny as the aunt of Horrid Sparker’s 
fiancée, in which latter part Fay Ternple- 
ton speaks a few lines well. 

Sam Bernard is cast for a policeman. He 
plays the character in the style of a bur- 
esque comedian of the Bowery, The new 
skit affords little opportunity for the in- 
troduction of catchy music and songs, but 
the young women of the chorus are shown 
fn some very dazzling evening dresses. 

A few changes were made.in the first 


part of the entertainment. Fay Temple- 
ton introduced a new_coon song, which did 
not go, and Lillian Russell and De Wolf 


Hopper sang a new duet which made 4 dis- 
tinct hit.

A FRIEND KNEW HIM 


Dr. Seaman Tells of Some of the 
Great Man’s Characteristics. 








Liked the Man Who Stood Up for His 
Own Ideas and Objected to Visits 
of the Curious. 





While the body of Li-Hung-Chang, the 
lies ready for 
burial and the courtyard of the yamen ts 
filled with life-size paper horses that are 


freat Chinese statesman, 


to be buried with his body to carry his 
soul to heaven, 


the famous old statesman are 


the world. Of all 
Li-Hung-Chang, either as a visitor to this 
country or in his own country, there is 
probably none that has a more intimate 
personal knowledge of him than has Dr. 
Louis Livingston Seaman of 18 West Thir- 
ty-first Street. 

Dr. Seaman, 


who was 


in Porto Rico and the Philippines, spent 


several months in China during the war of 


1899. So close did the army Surgeon ap- 
proach the distinguished Chinaman owing 
to a friendship between the doctor's father 
and Earl Li, that at one time he was in- 
vited to accept of the hospitality of the 
Viceroy’s palace—‘' for a year.” 

The acquaintance of Dr. Seaman with 
Earl Lj is an interesting incident. Years 
ago, when he met the father of the doctor, 
who was an old man, the Earl was imbued 
with the respect for old age that Con- 
fusianism teaches, was impressed with the 
wonderful vitality of the American, and 


he often remarked that he wished he —— 
attain the same number. of years. The 
friendship formed was lasting, and when 
a year ago the doctor met Ear! Li in China, 
the Chinaman immediately took him into 
his friendship. Dr. Seaman in time became 
the consulting physician of Dr. Mark, the 
Earl's regular tae memos | physician, and on 
humbers of occasions he was pressed by 
lii-Hung-Chang to remain in China in 
charge of the chair of medicine in the U ni- 
versity of Peking. Speaking of the Earl's 
last illness yesterday, Dr. Seaman said: 

“When I said good bye to Hari Li last 
March I did not expect that he was so soon 
to leave his people. He was a very old 
man and had been a sufferer from stomach 
trouble, dyspepsia, and indigestion, all his 
life. This was principally because he took 
little or no exercise. In China it is against 
the dignity of a man to be seen walking, 
and about all the walking Li did was to and 
from his sedan chair. I tried to argue into 
him that for the sake of his health he must 
take walks or other exercise, but in this 
respect he could not be reformed. 

‘“T do not believe that Li would have died 
had Dr. Mark been in attendance as usual. 
Dr. Mark is an exceedingly able physician. 
But at the time of Li’s death he was away 
with Prince Chuan, who went to Germany 
to apologize to the Germans. Li, when 
left alone, rarely took any care of himself, 
and it was only by constant. vigilance on 
the part of Dr. ark that he was kept 
alive to the ripe old age that he was per- 
mitted to attain. 

“TI first met Li-Hung-Chang on the St. 
Louis when he made his memorable jour- 
ney through the country. Lo Fing Loo, 
the Chinese Ambassador to’ the Court of 
St. James’s, introduced me, and the Earl 
then recalled having met my father. In 
1899 I traveled through China, going as far 
north as Thibet, and on my return stopped 
at Peking to visit Li-Hung-Chang. The day 
passed agreeably, and when I was about to 
leaye he invited me to take the chair of 
medicine in the Imperial University. It was 
a great temptation to have the influence of 
so powerful a man as Li behind me, but 
he was too old to last long, and I decided 
that it was best not to accept. 

“In stature, Li-Hung-Chang Was a vert- 
table giant. His physique was splendid, 
all except his legs, which were undeyel- 
oped and thin for want of exercise. They 
had become atrophied from lack of use. 

“ 5 ae | was always courteous, 
but he had no patie 
could not take his own part and that would 
fail to answer him In the same coin that 
he gave. I remember the incident which 
brought us together closer than ever before. 
Tt was on a day when we were discussing 
the rights of the United States to the Phil- 
ippines, Li arguing that by right the isl- 
ands belonged to China. Finally, he said 
that he wanted to know what right the 
United States had more than_any other 
robber to enter the islands. I answered 
him briefly, calling his attention to the 
efforts of Russia, England, Germany, 
France, and Italy to split China, and said: 

““*T should think, your Excellency, you 
had enough bad eggs in your own basket 
without wishing for another country that 
is steeped in war.’ The answer he liked, and 
fr6ém that moment his entire demeanor 
changed, and he became the charming host 
and admirable man that all who knew him 
well found him to be on all occasions. It 
is merely an incident as showing the nat- 
ure of the man who liked to ride rough 
shod over others, and who admired any 
one that refused to agree to expressions 
which he himself knew were wrong on the 
face of them. Similarly, he had little pa- 
tience with the curious who came merely to 
see him.”

HORSE SHOW BOXES SOLD 


Sharp Bidding and Big Prices for 
Choice Compartments. 








SOCIETY PEOPLE AT AUCTION. 





Average for the Offering Was High and 
the Total Exceeded That of Last 
Year by $5,000. 





The sale of boxes by auction for the 
coming exhibition in Madison Square Gar- 
den of the National Horse Show Associa- 
tion of America was held at 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, in the Garden Theatre, 
when a crowd of nearly 200 well-known 
people gathered in the auditorium of the 
theatre and competed sharply for the 
choicest of the arena boxes. This sale, 
which has come to be regarded as a baro- 
meter. indicating by comparison with the 
receipts of previous sales the interest that 
society takes in the annual Horse Show, 
gave excellent promise for the exhibition 
that will begin on Nov. 18, in that the total 
receipts from the sale of boxes exceeded 
the total of last year by $5,000, the entire 
amount paid for boxes this season being 
$30,000, against $25,000 in 1900. 

The sale was announced to be held at 3:30 
o'clock, but a quarter of an hour before 
that time the crowd began to assemble, 
and when the auction offering was begun 
the theatre hae fairly well. filled, while 
lined up on the Streets in front and at the 
side of the building were dozens of stylish 
private carriages. Among the gathering 
present were many prominent society wo- 
men, while the exhibitors who will show 


private equipages also were well repre- 
sented. 

When the first bid was called for there 
was a prolonged competition, with about 
half a dozen individuals engaged in it, the 

rice being carried up by bids of $25 and 

50 te $635. This opening sale established 
a price that governed succeeding sales, the 
chcicest of boxes that followed grading 
dowl in order to $500 for the best placed 
compartments, excepting in two casés, 
when the first figure was exceeded. The 
two exceptions were when the wealthy pa- 
tron of road driving and harness horses C. 
K. G. Billings of Chicago paid $650 for Box 
29, and George J. Bascom paid a similar 
price for Box 38. 

Aside from these, the first twenty-five 
of the no a boxes sold brought $500 
or more each. After the choicest had been 
disposed of, the amounts of the bids 
began to decline, and gradually fell off to 
$210, which was the least price that se- 
cured the privilege of a reserved com- 
partment for the week of the Horse Show. 
A ,larger number could have been sold 
readily, however, as the bidding became 
sharper at the close, when it became evi- 
dent that all who were willing to buy them 
could not be supplied. Fourteen boxes, 
however, were reserved for the Directors of 
the National Horse Show Association of 
America, and with that number withheld 
from the sale,’ there were many disap-

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KATE GREENAWAY DEAD. 





She Was a Famous London Illustrator 
of Children’s Books—Her Many 
Works. 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—Miss Kate Greena- 
away, the artist, is dead. 


Few lovers of art illustration have for- 
gotten Kate Greenaway and the beautiful 
picture books with which her name is as- 
sociated. 

Kate Greenaway began her art education 


early. She first went to the London art 
schools, and then to South Kensington. 
After she hud acquitted herself with merit 
at South Kensington she began the study 
of life at Heatherly’s, and then went to 
the Slade School. She made her début at 
the Dudley Gallery and then was over- 
whelmed with orders for Christmas cards. 
In 1879 her first picture book, ‘‘ Under the 
Window,” appéared from Mr. Edmund 
Evans’s magie color press. : 

She won especial distinction by raising 
the quality of the pictures in children’s 
books. Her work was done entirely in out- 
line, but yet with such artistic touch that 
the effect was not spoiled by lack of depth 
and shading. She worked largely from life, 
spending much of her time in the perros 
and upon the playgtounds that she might 
better Observe how real children played in 
real good games.

Princeton’s Entire Student Body Marches 
to Practice—Pennsyivania and Har 
vard Preparations for Game. 





The Harvard footbal! squad left for Phil- 
adelphia yesterday, where they are to play 
the University of Pénnsylvania to-morrow. 
The eleven is not especially confident of 
victory, as Pennsylwgnia always plays 
strongly against Harvard. Pennsylvania, 
however, has apparently given up hope of 
winning the game, but as Harvard is con- 
sidered to be over-confident, the practice 
yesterday seemed to have the object’ in 
view of devising some plan to profit by 
this supposed over-confidence. 

Just at present Harvard and Yale are 
very much upset about the question of 
Glass’s eligibility. At Yale the matter is 
causing much uneasiness, while The Har- 
vard Crimson, in an editorial, calls atten- 
tion to the matter, and asks for a fair and 
honest statement in regard to it. There 
is no rancor or ill-feeling toward Yale, as 
Harvard feels that the Blue will do what 
is just and right. 

The entire student body viewed the 
practice at Princeton yesterday, and the 
cheers and songs went a long way toward 
instilling more life into the ’Varsity’s: play. 
The freshman game with Yale, which was 
to have been played to-day at*New. Haven, 
had to be postponed until to-morrow be- 
cause of a faculty rule which prohibits 
games being played before 4 o’cléck on 
any day of the week except Saturday. 

Columbia’s 'Varsity yesterday was weak- 
ened by the loss of several players.’ They 
were given a day’s rest, not because of any 
especial need of it, but on aecount of the 
hard work which they have been undergo- 
ing lately. Shaw filled his position at the 


centre of the line, but McLellan and Lan- 
con’s places at guards were taken wy 
Duden and Whitwell.

‘RICH GOLD VEIN FOUND. 





Accidental Discovery at the Famous Elkton Mine 


in Cripple Creek, Col. 


Special to The New York Times. 


CRIPPLE CREBK, Col., Oct. 22.—A very rich vein 
of gold has been strucjon the famous Hikton mine. 


this year the machine men working on 


this, the seventh level south, put in a round of shots 
and opened a flow of water from an underground lake. 
This water has taxed the capacity of the immense 
pumps in the mine from that day*to this. 

Last Monday, the 2ist, the water had gone down 
under the unceasing drain of the pumps until the men 
could get in on that level and go to work, They start- 
ed to drift south, about 100 feet soufh of the shaft, 
and after getting in a few feet they cut a very rich 
vein, The vein is now opened up from four to five feet 
in width and contains numberless streaks ef sylvanite 
fluorine talc and quartz. é 

Neither wall has been touched as yet and there is no 
telling at this time how wide the vein is. 
seems to radiate from an immense chimney, in which 
The chimney seems to end at the top at 
this level, 700 feet below surface, and-is in the shape 
of a dome some 25 or 30 feet in diameter. 

The formation in this chimney is or seems to be 
manganese quartz and fluorine talc mixed with syl- 
vanite, while the roof, which on top and a little way 
down the sides, as disclosed, shows that the matter 
has been burned all the way from a yellow to a black 
color, and the water which until to-day filled the cav- 
ity has evidently decomposed a large portion of the 
burned matter, thus freeing the sylvanite. 

There are in all probability five hundred tons of this 
ore in sight on the seventh level, and as soon as the 
water can be lowered sufficiently in the shaft to allow 
of working on the eighth level it will be opened out to 
tap this immense crater 100 feet below its dome on the 
seventh level,

A conference to establish uniformity of 
fire underwriting practice will be held in 
this city’'on Nov. 12. These bodies will 
be represented: National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, Middle Department Associa- 
tion, New York State Association, Phila- 
delphia Underwriters’ Association, New 
England Insurance Exchange, Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, Boston Board of 
Fire Underwriters, Chicago Fire Under- 
writers’ Agpociation, and New York Fire 
Insurance Exchange. 


The estimate of $14,700,000 as the total 
fire loss of the insurance companies in

ure. As against this heavy increase in 
losses, the premium income of the indi- 
vidual companies has increased tremend- 
ously, because of the retirement of over 
twenty large companies and the distribu- 
tion of thelr premium receipts among the 
remaining companies. Except in New 
York City, underwriters do not look for 
an increase in the ratio of premiums to 
the.amount of insurance written. In the 
metropolitan district, however, which rep- 
resents about one-twelfth of the total 
remiums of the United States, the cost of 
Nsurance to the public has largely in- 
creased, by reason of the fact that this 
year underwriters have renewed at pres- 
ent prices the three-year business written 
during the rate war of 1898.

Active as was Wednesday’s stock mar- 
ket, yesterday’s was still more active, 
dealings for the day running up to.the 
no insignificant total of 1,200,000 shares.

The general advances, brought about 
by buying declared to be of a most sub- 
stantial kind, i¢ in the Street said to be 
plainly indicaffve sf an intention on the 
part of the “big men” to put prices 
considerably higher—in short, to wage 
a bull campaign. This, it is said, they 
now feel at liberty to do, not only be- 
cause the Northern Pacific settlement 
has removed a serious menace to the 
market, but for the reason also that 
money market conditions have meas- 
urably improved, while at the same time 
general business conditjons and the phe- 
nomenal earnings of many of the prop- 
erties whose securities are dealt in on the 
Exchange warrant higher prices. 

As bearing upon earnings—the extra- 
ordinary nature of which was set out in 
these columns yesterday, when the in- 
creases reported by many of tHe leading 
systems for October were given in de- 
tail—it is worth recording that in addi- 
tion to these figures there may now be 
presented the remarkable showing made 
by New York Central for the month of 
October, gross earnings for that system 
showing an increase over the correspond- 
ing month last year of no less than 
$1,004,000. It is such exhibits as this 
that are doing so much to set at naught 
all the pessimistic predictions recently 
heard in the Street, and, slowly but none 
the less, surely, to win over,to the bull 
side professionals and others who for 
some time have been prating about the 
“turn in the tide.”

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. . 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘‘R 8” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on ‘all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2;600 
and is under $3,900. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required ‘for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘ consideration’’. has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the. conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2.500 in value.’

EX-WAITER, NOT A PRINCE 


“Ranjit of Baluchistan” is Well 
Known to Sherry’s Patrons. 








In the Fifth Avenue Restaurant He For- 
merly Served Indian Dishes with 
Skill—He Makes a Statement. 


The mystery as to the identity of 
“Prince Ranjit of Baluchistan,” which 
puzzled London for two weeks and finally 
induced the India Office to publish an of- 
ficial bulletin about him, has been cleared 
up in New York within twenty-four hours. 
This Hindu, with his bottle-wallahs, his 
retinue of fourteen servants, and his weird 
musicians, who was reported to be at least 
the son of a Rajah, now turns out to be a 
former servant in a Fifth Avenue restau- 
rant, who is believed to be coming back 
here from India for the purpose of starting 
an Oriental eating place upon the same 
thoroughfare. 

Members of the “‘ retinue ’”’ are at present 
living in an obscure lodging house on 
Greenwich Street. They are expected to 
appear as the cooks and waiters in the 
new venture unless the Immigration Bu- 
reau puts a stop to the whole scheme and 
sends them back to Montreal. 

The “ Prince,’’ who was yesterday iden- 
tified by the managers of Sherry’s as none 
other than Ranji T. Smile, their ex-prepar- 
er of curried rice and other Indian dishes, 
left here last May, as he said, to take pos- 
session of some property which had been 
bequeathed to him in India. He left his 
wife at 161 East Ninety-fifth Street, and 
there she was seen yesterday. Just how 


much money he inherited is not known. 

The first heard of him was about a 
month ago, when London was excited over 
the tale that a real Indian Prince had 
walked into a hotel and engaged twenty- 
three rooms, Asked to tell who he was, he 
assumed an air of mystery, and when the 
India Office announced that there was no 
such person as “‘ Prince Ranjit of Baluchis- 
an” all he would say, according to the re- 
port, was: “I am a King.” He kept 
everybody guessing for a week, and then 
sailed with his whole suite on the steam- 
ship Lake Simcoe for Montreal. 

There he put up at an expensive hotel, 
and on Wednesday the party got off the 
Adirondack Express at the Grand Central 
Station. Twelve Hindus were taken in 
hand by one of Sherry’s stewards, who was 
an intimate friend of Ranji, and driven to 
the house of his aunt, 503 Greenwich Street. 
They occupied two rooms there yesterday 
while waiting for orders from Ranji. 

Mrs. Smile said: 

“He left Sherry’s in May last, and 
went to India to recover money which 
he had inherited. His first aame is 
Prince. That is his Christian name, al- 
‘though he generally calls himself simply 
Ranji T. Smile, as it appears in the New 
York Directory. Undoubtedly he registered 
in London as ‘ Prince Ranji,’ which he had 
a perfect right to do, and London rushed 
to the conclusion that he was a real Prince. 
They might easily have ascertained all 
about him at the Hotel Cecil, where he 
worked as Indian cook after 1 was mar- 
ried to him. He never intended to deceive 
anybody, and he has paid all his bills.’ 

Mrs. Smile said that the so-called 
* dancing girl’’ who accompanies her hus- 
band is in fact his niece, a Miss Bux. | 

When seen late last night Ranji admit- 
ted that he was formerly Indian chef at 
Sherry’s and at the Hotel Cecil, London. 

‘*T never claimed to be a Prince,’ said 
he. “I registered at a small hotel near 
Charing Cross in Tt-ondon as Prince Ranjit, 
because that is my name, and the papers 
there rushed to the conclusion that it in- 
dicated my renk. ‘I lett Mr. Sherry in Muay 
to go to Indie and get a large sum of 
money left ‘me ivy my father, who was a 
prominent merchant in Baluchistan. I de- 
termined to come back and go into business 
in America, because i like America anu 
the Americans. ‘ : 

**] have three brothers now in this coun- 
try, and Miss Bux, whom I brought with 
me, is not a dancing girl but the daughter 
of one of them, my niece. The East India 
Company, with which I am connected, in- 
tends to open a commercial establishment, 
probably on Fifth Avenue. The Indians 
who came with me are simply tourists, but 
some of them might later be employed by 
the company when it gets ready for busi- 
ness.”’ 

Ranji repeated the statement that he had 
never pretended to be of high descent, and 
again stated that he was the “Joe’”’ so 
familiar to the patrons of Sherry’s a year 


ago. 

Philip Dauenhaur, the steward at Sher- 
ry’s, who met “ the circus,’’ as the waiters 
those described it yesterday, when the 
train from Montreal pulled in at the Grand 
Central Station Wednesday, could not be 
found at his home, 230 West Thirby-sixth 
Street, and it was not known when he 
would return. At Sherry’s the whole story 
caused much amusement. 

Meanwhile Deputy Commissjoner Mc- 
Sweeney of the Immigration Bureau is 
looking into the affair, and assigned an 
Inspector to the case yesterday. he Hin- 
dus -were allowed to cross the border at 
Plattsburg on the assumption that they 
were the personal attendants of a travel- 
ing potentate. Now that the latter has 
turned out to be a restaurant servant im- 
porting cheap Indian labor to this country 
as alleged, it is regarded as a violation of 
the contract labor law. 

Among the patrons of Sherry’s nearly all 
remember Ranji, and many knew him 
when he worked in London. He is slightly 
jbuilt, with delicate hands, a dark complex- 
ion, and a closely clipped black beard. 
‘When on duty as a waiter he wore spot- 
less white and a big turban. He speaks 
English fluently and has soft, insinuating 
manners. 


PRISONER BROKE HIS PAROLE. 


‘When Magistrate Heard He Had Lost 

His Live Saving a Friend He Wrote 

“ Dicharged ” on the Warrant. 

Parole was broken by William Schick, 
thirty years old, a boatman, of 10 South 
|Street, in the Centre Street Police Court, 
'yesterday, where he was to have appeared 
to answer to the charge of having illegally 
registered. His name was called repeatedly, 
but it was not his fault that he did not 
respond. 

Soon after midnight election night he 
was seen swimming in the East River off 
\Pier 7, trying to rescue a comrade, Charles 
‘Norton, another boatman, of the same age 
and same address. Policeman David D, 
‘Brown of the Old Slip Station, who already 


has a long list of rescues from the river 
to his credit, came in response to the cries 
of the aged watchman, who first saw the 
men’s peril, and plunged to their assistance. 
He first rescued Norton, who was almost 
drowned, and then went back for Schick, 
who in the meantime had become exhaust- 
ed. Brown dived under a float for him and 
brought him up with his heart still beating, 
but the man died in the Hudson Street 
Hospital ambulance. 

These facts were laid before Magistrate 
Cornell by Superintendent McCullagh’s 
Deputies James Keyes and George Kluber- 
dano, who had arrested him as one of a 
ea omeny of repeaters. They also told how

ROBERT A. AMMON ARRESTED. 


Charged with Criminally Receiving 
$100,000 from William F. Miller. 


Robert A. Ammon was arrested by De- 
tective McConville yesterday at the hearing 
before Referee John A. Straley, charged 
with criminally receiving $100,000 on Nov. 
23, 1899, from William F. Miller of Frank- 
lin Syndicate notoriety. The hearing was 
being held to determine definitely the facts 
relating to the $140,000 Ammon says he put 
into the bankrupt firm of Seymour, John- 
son & Co. This’ amount he admits was 
given him by Miller. 

A. R. Goslin testified that Ammon never 
told him that the $100,000 was Miller’s, but 
on the contrary asserted that it was the 
savings of his wife.

Later he was arraigned 
before Magistrate Cornell in the Centre 
Street Court, 

Magistrate Cornell ruled that the case 
should go over for a week to give both 
sides an opportunity to submit briefs. Mr. 
Byrne asked that bail be fixed at $20,000, 
Magistrate Cornell paroled Ammon in the 
custody of Mr, Vorhaus, his attorney. 


THREW ACID IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Mrs. Kelley’s Excuse for Her Attack 
Upon Her Husband—She Surrenders 
to the Authorities. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Kelley, wife of Thomas 
Kelley, who threw carbolic acid in her hus- 
band’s face late Tuesday night at their 
home, 221 Havemeyer Street, Brooklyn, and 
then fled, surrendered herself yesterday. 
The woman was believed to have com- 
mitted suicide by drowning after her act, 
as she was seen hurrying in the direction 
of the East River. 

Mrs. Kelley walked into the Lee Avenue 
Police Court, Brooklyn, in the morning and 
asked to see Magistrate Higginbotham. 
She did not make known her identity at 
first, and waited for more than two hours 


until the Magistrate came off the bench 
for an audience with him. 

She said to him: ‘I am Mrs. Kelley, for 
whom I understand the police are looking 
for having thrown carbolic acid in the face 
of my husband, whose eyesight they say 
has been destroyed, and I want to give 
myself up.”’ 

While the woman was in the Magistrate’s 
room telling her story a policeman, who 
had been informed of the woman's visit 
to the court, was waiting in the corridor 
of the courthouse for her reappearance to 
place her under arrest. 

Mrs, Kelley declared that when she threw 
the acid she had been driven almost to 
distraction by her husband’s abuse. 

‘**Late on Tuesday night,’’ said Mrs. Kel- 
ley, ‘‘my husband returned home intoxi- 
cated. He was abusive and threatened to 
kill me. He first attacked our ten-year- 
old boy, and when I objected he turned 
upon me, seizing me by the throat. I man- 
aged to free myself, and when I saw him 
seize a hammer with the intention, I be- 
lieve, of killing me, I grabbed a bottle con- 
taining the acid and threw the contents 
into his face, believing that it was my life 
or his. I did not intend to blind him, 
though, but only wanted a chance to get 
out of the house.” 

Magistrate Higginbotham, believing the 
woman’s story. that she did not intend to 
inflict any serious injury to her husband, 
paroled her until next week. 

At the hospital it was said that Kelley 
would certainly lose the sight of both eyes 
should he recover from the burns.

Sad End of the Romance of a Japanese

Chamber of Commerce Asks Gov- 
ernment to Grant Facilities. 








Also Favors Creation of a Department 
of Commerce and Industries—Trade 
Relations with Canada. 





A resolution, asking the United States 
Government to grant permission for an 
American cable company, which wishes to

The 
leading nations are, by territorial expansion 
and colonization, seeking to extend their 
commerce. Territorial expansion and mili-

ation of statesmen and rulers.”’

An address on ‘Trade Relations Be- 
tween Canada and the United States’’ was 
delivered by John Charlton of the Canadian 
House of Commons.

The total exports from Canada to the 
United States were $70,406,000, leaving a 
nominal balance of trade against Canadz 
of $48,900,000. Included, however, in the 
Canadian list of exports were coin, bullion, 
nuggets, gold dust, silver concentrates, and 
silver bullion, to the value of $28,486,000. 
“The average rate of American duties 
upon the total importation is a fraction 
over 24 per cent., and the average duty 
upon the dutiable imports is a fraction over 
49 per cent. The Canadian rate of duties 
upon the total imports for Jast year was 
16.06, and upon dutiable imports 26.46. Tle 
duty upon total imports from Great Britain 
was 18.23, and upon dutiable imports from 
Great Britain 24.71. The duty upon total 
imports from the United States was 12.05, 
ann upon dutiable imports 24.83. These 
re but slightly, if at all, above a 
revenue tariff adjustment, and af- 
but a slight obstacle to the impor- 
tation of manufactures from the outside 
world.

POLICEMAN RESCUED WOMAN. 


Unconscious and Though Nearly Suffo 
cated He Carried Her from a 
Building. 


During: a fire in the three-story frame 
building at 431 West Thirty-sixth Street, 
yesterday evening at about 6:30 o’clock, 
Policeman Trojan of the West Thirty- 
seventh Street Police Station, and Frank 
Matthews, who lives across the street fro:n 
the building which was ablaze; were nearly 
suffocated in rescuing Mrs. Saral Mc- 
Knight, a cripple, sixty years old, who 
lived on the top floor.

It was thought that every one had left 
the building until Frank Matthews saw an 
old woman trying to attract attention from 
a window of her front room. He rushed 
across the street and into the burning 
building to the rescue. On his way up the 
stairs he bumped into Policeman Trojan, 
who was looking for any person wno might 
not have made his escape. Together they 
climbed through the suffocating smoke to 
t top floor. 

he smoke was so dense that they could 
hardly breathe, but together they groped 
through the front room in search of Mrs. 
McKnight. They failed to find her, until 
Trojan, dropping to his knees to fight his 
way back to the stairway, struck against 
her body near the door. He called tuo Mat- 
thews and theh raised the crippled wornan 
in his arms, and felt his way down stairs. 
Mrs. McKnight was soon resuscitated in 
the fresh air. The damage was $500. 


MAN KILLED IN A RUNAWAY, 


His Horse, Frightened by a Blast, Ran 
Into a Street Car. 


Blasting at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon

PASSENGER FOUGHT CONDUCTOR. 





Was Angry Because He Had Been Car- 
ried Past His Street. 


When the conductor of a north bound

H springer, an advertising agent of Fort 
Washington Avenue and One Hundred and 
Highty-first Street, off at Thirtieth Street 
in the height of the rush hours yesterday, 
the passenger, before the car had gone half 
a block beyond, pulled the bellrope with 
such violence that he broke it.

LEGAL NOTES. 


PREFERENCES IN THE CIVIL SERVICE.—The 
School Board of Queens Borough dismisséd 
James Wyllys Dixon from his position of 
clerk in the office of the board, claiming 
that it did so in good faith for reasons 
of economy. Mr. Dixon brought mandamus 
proceedings to compel his reinstatement, 
and the dismissal of his alternative writ 
by the trial court was lately affirmed by 
the Second Appellate Division, it being held 
that a veteran of the civil war, who desires 
to avail himself of the preference in ap- 
pointment and promotion accorded to him 
by Section 9 of Article V. of the Consti- 
tution of the State of New York must 


‘give to the appointing power notice of the 


facts which entitle him to the constitutional 
privilege. Such a notice served after he 
has been dismissed from his position, the 
court held, is ineffectual to’ secure his re- 
instatement. Justice Woodward, who gives 
the opinion, says in part: “It seems to 
us that it is imposing no harsh rule to 
insist that where the individual is given 
a special privilege over other citizens of the 
State he shall give notice of the facts 
which bring him within the provisions of 
the law tothe appointing power or authority, 
and that a failure to do so until after the 
appointing officer shall have acted shall 
constitute a waiver of such special privilege. 
No consideration of public policy or morals 
is involved; the State, as a special mark 
of its gratitude, has waived. a point in its 
public policy in behalf of a class of in- 
dividuais, and if tee do not see fit to 
bring themselves within its protection in 
a timely manner, consistent with the 
dignity and efficiency of the public service, 
the courts ought not to be called upon to 
restore them to rights which they may, in 
fairness, be said to have waived.”
